President Dole’s Course 
As Dignified, 


Not Coing to Washington to 
Boom Annexation. 


But Will Keep in Touch With 
Official Sentiment. 


Landing at San Francisco Unac- 
companied by Ostentation—Gen, 
Shafter Calls on Him—Reception 
at the Capitol Will Be Unofficial, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan, 17.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] President Dole of Ha- 
waii was received today with true Re- 
publican simplicity. No salute was 
fired, and the only persons who wel- 
comed him ‘to the shore were Lieut. 
Noble of Gen. Shafter’s staff, as the 
representative of the army, and an Oc- 
cidental Hotel runner, who saw to it 
that the distinguished guest was placed 
in the proper hack to reach the hotel. 

President Dole impressed favorably 
ell who saw him. He was dignified, 
yet courteous. He said this afternoon, 
in talking of his mission: “I have not 
come here to further the interests of 
annexation. That is a mistaken: idea, 
and I have not the slightest notion 
where it originated. At least, I have 
not come here with the object and in- 
tention of employing my time and tal- 
ents in urging the adoption of the an- 
nexation treaty. That would be 
wholly undignified and inconsistent 
with propriety.’”’ 

In response to the question as to 
what his precise position in Wash- 
ington would be, President Dole hes- 
tened to explain that he expected to 
meet President McKinley and the of- 
ficers of the administration and with 
them discuss the annexation question. 
Beyond this, with the exception of con- 
ferring wi.h the Hewaiian legation on 
such matters as might require his at- 
tention, he expects to take no part in 
influencing the action of the Senate on 
the annexation treaty. ; 

“Tt is absurd to think that I shall do 
any lobbying,” he said. “Nor do I 
come as a pleader before committees. 
I come to offer no arguments in favor 
of annexation. Moreover, I do not care 
to discuss the anneation question. If 
you will come to Honolulu I will talk 
to you about annexation, and will 
tell you all of the many and sufficient 
reasons why we want the United States 
to take the islands under its protec- 
tion. While in this country, however, 
I must refrain, in the interest of pro- 
priety, from talking on this matter. 

“If I can be of any assistance to the 
edminstration in furnishing any infor- 
mation on Hawaiian affairs, I shall be 
delighted to do so, and if my visit to 
this country tends in any way to benefit 
the cause of annexation, I shall be 
pleased. I shall take no active part in 
working to that end, however. I can 
explain the purpose of my visit very 
accurately and briefly by simply say- 
ing that it was deemed advisable that I 
place myself in closer touch with af- 
fairs in Washington. And to that end 
I shall call upon the President upon 
my arrival in Washington.’’ 

MORE SIMPLICITY. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] President Dole of Hawaii 
will not be the guest of the United 
States during his stay in this country. 
The State Department has made _ no 
plans for his entertainment, and can 
make none, though the fact that the 
visiting executive had. to stay over 
night on the Peru instead of being 
taken ashore at once is deplored. This 
is attributed to an oversight on the 
part of the Treasury officials. 

The State Department has ne funds 
at its disposal, nor has it banquet- 
rooms or apartments for receptions, so 
that there can be no official reception 
or entertainment. In all visits of for- 
eign rulers there have been previous 
announcements, enabling C@ongress_ to 
make provision for entertainment. The 
time is too short for this action now, 
and it is felt also that there might be 
objection and debate, which would be 
unpleasant and detrimental to the in- 
terests of Hawaii. 

There will be no dearth of entertain- 
ment while the visiting President is 
here, but it will take the form of din- 
ners, Which, while given by officials, 
will be paid for out of their private 
purses. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


President Dole’s Landing at Sa 
Francisco Without Ostentation, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.] 
SAN .FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—When 
President Dole of Hawaii landed from 
the steamship Peru this morning he 
was not received with the ceremony be- 
fitting the ruler of a foreign country. 
The Peru arrived shortly after 8 o’clock 
last night, and the quarantine regu- 
lations were not waived in favor of the 
visiting President, s0 he remained on 
board all night. When the steamer 
docked this morning, President Dole’ 
was greeted by the Hawaiian Consul 
and a few friends, but there were no 
representatives of the United States 
government to welcome him formally. 
The customs officials passed the bag- 
gage of himself and family without in- 

spection, and that was all. 

The President and his party were 
quartered at the Occidental Hotel. 
President Dole promptly received a del- 


}egation of newspaper men, who were 


waiting to see him, and spoke freely 
of his mission here. He gaid: 

“I do not come to the United States 
to work for annexation. I am’ merely 
on a friendly visit to this country and 
its President. I expect to remain in 
San Francisco three or four days, when 


I will start directly for W 
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and will there call upon President Mc- 
Kinley. It was thought best by the 
Hawaiian government that, during the 
consideration of the annexation treaty 
by the United States, I should be in 
Washington and advise the Hawaiian 
legation on certain matters. 

“It is not my intention to make any 


argument or do any lobbying for an-’ 


nexation. Of course, if I should be 
called upon by the United States gov- 
ernment to give any information, I 
will reaily do so. I am most interested 
in the form 
adopted for Hawaii in case of annexa- 
tion. 

‘The treaty provides for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to investigate 
and decide upon the government for 
Hawaii. Pending a report of that com- 
mittee, Hawaii will probably ‘be re- 
garded as a territory, and President 
McKinley will appoint a governor. Cer- 
tain changes will have to be made at 
once in the present form of govern- 
ment for the island, and I might be 
able to advise the Hawaiian legation 
as to these changes.” 

President Dole, continuing, sald: “I 
think the sentiment of the people of 
the island is more than ever in favor 
of annexation. To be sure, there are 
some natives who are indifferent, and 
others who are opposed to annexation, 
but no one really knows just how 
many.”’ 

President ‘Dole is accompanied by 
Maj. Iaukea of his personal staff. Col. 
Fisher of the Hawaiian army, and Dr. 
Day, his physician. 

Owing to the fact that the steamer 
came in after dark last night, no sa-

That a different re- 
ception was anticipated is evidenced 
by the following letter from the Asso- 
olated Press correspondent at Hono- 


lulu: 
“HONOLULU, Jan. 9, 1898. 

“President Dole and his party will 
leave for Washington this evening by 
the steamship Peru. Mrs. Dole will ac 
company the party as far as San Fran- 
cisco, and will remain in that city un- 
til the return of the President. Presi- 
dent Dole will remain two days in San 
Francisco, communicating with the 
Hawaiian legation at Washington: in 
the mean time, if the Hawaiian annexa- 
tion question shall not have been set- 
tled by Congress, the Presidential 
party will proceed to the capital at 
once; if, on the other hand, the treaty 
shall have been passed or action on 
the same deferred indefinitely, then it 
is more than probable that President 
Dole will not journey to Washington, 
but instead will take the first boat for 
Honolulu. 

‘“There is much speculation here as to 
the manner in which President McKin- 
ley will receive the visit of Hawali’s 
chief executive. When King Kalakaua 
went to Washington there was ample 
advance notice of his programme. 
This gave sufficient time to make com- 
plete preperations for the reception and 
entertainment of the monarch. Presi- 
dent Dole will touch the California 
shore forty-eight hours after the an- 


nouncement of his coming. is visit.

“W. N. Armstrong, who accompanied 
King Kalakaua to Washington, states 
that the President does not return 
calls. This is of course for the excel- 
lent and clear reason that there has 
not been at amy time, as a resident or 
visitor, a peer of the occupant of the 
White House. 

“Upon the occasion in point, how- 
ever, it is believed that the President 
of the United States will depart from 
the ordinary routime of his official life. 
Etiquette requires that President Mc- 
Kinley shall, as soon as convenient, 
return the call of President Dole. In 
the prelimimaries netesSary to the 
meeting of the two heads of nations, 
the Hawaiian Minister at Washington, 
F. M. Hatch, will first communicate 
with Secretary Sherman, who in turm 
will notify President McKinley that 
President Dole will soon call at the 
White House. The details of the 
presentation will be arranged amd will 
be communicated by Secretary Sher- 
man to Minister Hatch. 

“‘When President Dole goes off to a 
foreign ship in this port, he is homored 
with a salute of twenty-one guns and 
the yards are manned. There can only 
be conjecture as to what ceremony will 
attend the greeting of President Dole 
upon his arrival at the White House. 
If the European custom shall be fol- 
lowed, he will be met at his carriage 
by President McKinley. 

“Minister Hatch, at the official re- 
ception, will present President Dole to 
Secretary Sherman, who will ,in turn, 
present the visitor to President McKin- 
ley. The welcome to the White House 
may include a military display and it 
may be quiet amd. democratic. It all 
depends upon the programme as pre- 
pared by Secretary Sherman and Pres- 
ident McKinley.” 

GEN SHAFTER’S CALL.

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TUNNEL APIRE 
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Disaster on the Santa 
Fe Railroad. 


Rocks and Blazing Timbers Fall 
on Four Men, 


Roadmaster Killed and a Fore- 
man Injured. 


Two Laborers also Hurt—Suaperin- 
tendent Hibbard Has a Narrow 
Escape—Fire Catches from Luo- 
comotive Sparks. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

WILLIAMS, (Ariz.,) Jan. 17.—[By 
Special Dispatch to The Times.] Late 
Sundey afternoon a through passenger 
train on the Santa Fé Pacific Rail- 
road entered the tunned between the 
stations of Fairview and McClellan, 
running at a high rate of speed. The 
engineer had not traveled a hundred 
feet of the tunnel, which is about a 
quarter of a mile in length, when he 
became aware that the woodwork 
bracing the sides and top of the tunnel 
was on fire. He at once stopped his 
engine, and, reversing it, backed out 
of the tunnel into the open and back 
to the last telegraph station passed, 
from which point he sent the alarm to 
the division superintendent. 

A gang of men were dispatched to the 
scene as soon as possible under Fore- 
men Matthews, Parker and Lyons. 
They worked faithfully day and night. 
and almost overcame the ‘blaze, and, in 
fact, left the scene, believing the fire 
was out, but the tunnel was not con- 
sider2d safe, and all trains were 
ordered to transfer passengers and 
mail around the hill througi which the 


| tunnel runs. 


Barly Montcay morning the watch- 
man at the tunnel noticed smoke issu- 
ing from its mouth, and went in as fai 
as he could to ascertain the cause. He 
found the woodwork again ablaze, and 
this time the timbers had burned 
through and the sides of the hill had 
commenced caving in, the soil in that 
district being of a treacherous nature. 

The wrecking crew was again sent 
for and returned to the work of sub- 
duing the fire, and the flames were be- 
ing rapidly extinguished when an 
awful scene took place about 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. Lyons, Parker and 
Matthews, together with Superintend- 
ent Bibbard, were standing near each 
ather, directing the hose lines, when 
without warning some of the timbers 
supporting the sides and roof of the 
tunnel commenced to fall, bringing 
with them a mass of rock which fell 
among the men, ° 

Matthews and Lyons were entombed 
in the débris. A number of the men 
were soon to their rescue. Pat Lyons, 


the roadmaster, was taken out after 
considerable difficulty and it was seen 
at once that he was badly hurt. He 
was cut and bruised all over. After 
quite a search Foreman Matthews was 
found. The men had walked over his 
body several times during their search. 
He was also badly bruised and hurt 
internally. 

Superintendent Hibbard and Fore- 
man Parker narrowly escaped with 
their lives. Matthews and Lyons, with 
two laborers who were also hurt, were 
brought here. Dr. P. A. Melick, the 
company’s physician, attended them. 
Lyons was so badly hurt that he died 
in less than an hour. Matthews was 
taken to his home, but it is not ex- 
pected that he will live until morning. 
Lyons was a widower. He leaves two 
children in Los Angeles. He formerly 
worked on the Southern California 
Railroad and was only lately trans- 
ferred to the Arizona-New Mexico di- 
vision. 

Joe Short, who was also quite badly 
hurt, was taken to. Albuquerque. That 
more men were not killed is a miracle, 
as over fifty men were in the tunnel 
when the cave-in occurred. 

Up to 8 o'clock last night the fire in 
the tunnel was still burning, but it was 
reported there was little or no more 
caving of the sides and top, where the 
timbers have burned away. The Santa 
Fé officials have a large force of men 
at the scene of the fire, and as soon as 
the flames are subdued they will at 
once commence:retimbering the tunnel 
and, as they have only about three 
hundred and sixty feet to retimber, 
the road will probably be cleared for 
traffic during teday. 

In the mean time there will be no 
delay in the passenger service. Trains 
will be run via Deming and Colton 
|! over the Southern Pacific lines, until 
the road is again open. Local travel 
will be cared for by special service 
each side of the break. 

The fire originated from sparks 
thrown from the stack of a locomotive, 
and according to all accounts burned 
fiercely in the dry timbers, the flames 
being fanned by the draught through 
the tunnel. In rebuilding care will be 
taken to so arrange the ‘“‘bents’” that 
it will be almost an impossibility for 
the flames to leap from one bent to 
another. The damage will be nominal, 
in railroad parlance, the greatest 
trouble being the delay in handling the 
through trains, mail, etc., which was 
overcome as stated, 


-YOoUNG MURDERER. 


Samuel Henderson’s Father Believes 
His Boy Mentally Unbalanced.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 17.—Samuel 
Henderson, the 15-year-old boy who is 
charged with the murder of 5-year-oid 
Percy Lockyar, was committed to 
prison today by Magistrate Johnson to 
aweit the action. of the Coroner. There 
seems little doubt now that Hender- 
son brutally hacked the boy to pieces 
before life was extinct; threw him in 
Reddie’s Creek and weighted the child 
down with heavy stones.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The fete 
ture of today’s proceedings in the Sene 
ate were the speech delivered by Sene 
ator Wolcott of Colorado, chairman of 
the Bimetallic Commission, upon the 
negotiation of the commission with 
European countries relative to inters 
national bimetallism, and the passage 
of the Lodge bill restricting immigrae- 
tion into the United States. The proe 
ceedings were the most interesting and 
important that have characterized any 
single day’s work in the Senate during 
the presemt session. In anticipation of 
them, the galleries were crowded at en 
early hour. Quite unexpectedly, Sefie 
ator Hanna appeared at the opening 
of today’s session. 

Mr. Foraker, the senior Senator from 
Ohio, presented Mr. Hanna’s credene> 
tials for the remainder of Mr. Shere 
man’s term, which will expire on 
March 4, 1899, and asked that the oath 
of office be administered to him. Mr, 
Foraker escorted his colleague to ‘the 
desk, where Vice-President Hobart ads 
ministered the oath of office. - 

At the conclusion of the morning 
business, Mr. Wolcott, at 12:50 ©’clock; 
Was recognized to begin his address, 
He was in fine voice and commanded 
the earmest attention of his auditors, 
At, the conclusion of the speech, Mn 
Wolcott was instantly surrounded by 
his Repul jicna colleagues, desiroug of 
tendering to congratulations. 

At the conclusion of Senator Wole 
cott’s speech, the Immigration Bill wag 
taken up and discussed until 4 o’clock, 
the hour at which, by previous agreee 
ment, it had been arranged to vote 
finally upon the amendments and the 
bill An amendment offered by Mr 
Spooner of Wisconsin, providing that 
the ability om the part of an immigrant 
r either to read or write should be ace 
cepted as sufficient test of his literacy 
was adopted by a vote of 42 to 22, 

Another amendment by Mr. Spooner 
providing that the members of the fame 
ily accompanying an immigrant [ee 
jected under the conditions of the bill, 
should be returned to the country 
whence they came by the steamship. 
companies, was also adopted. Other 
efforts were made to amend the meas- 
ure, but failed. The bill was then 
passed by a vote of 45 to 28. 

The bill, as passed, provides that all 
immigrants physically cape@ble and 
over 16 years of age, shall be able te 
read or write the English language or 
some other language; but a person 
not able to read or write, who is over 
50 years of age, and is the parent or 
grandparent of a qualified immigrant 
over 21 years of age, capable of supe 
perting such a parent or grandparen 
ay accompany the immigrant, or t 
arent or grandparent may be sent for 


and come to join the husband or pareng 
who is qualified. 

The act does not apply to person 
coming to the United States from th 
island of Cuba during the continuen 
of present disorders there, who Rav 
theretofore been inhabitants of that isle 
ana.

Mr. Wolcott admitted, however, that 
it was not surprising that another view 
should have prevailed in this country. 
a view based, he said,.‘‘on the intem- 
perate and hostile and somewhat bru- 
ial utterances of the London press re- 
specting the proposals of the French 
and American representatives.” 

“The newspapers of London, like the 
newspapers of any of the capitals 0! 
the world,”’ he went on, “are dominated 
by and allied with the banking elemem, 
and refiect their views and often thei 
expressions. The business of money- 
loaning is an engrossing pursuit, no 
always lending to the cultivation of th: 
amenities of life, and it is not to be 
wondered at that the London newspa- 


pers, voicing that industry, should, in 
their hostility to a policy of which they 
disapproved, forget for the momen: 
that courtesy which is dueeto the 
Stranger within the gates, especially 
When he comes upon invitation, and 


that they should be led to characterize 
proposals as ‘impertinent’ that were 
made*only upon the request of their 
own government.” 

It was 


realized from the 


beginning, he said, that bimetallism for 
England was out of the question. In- 
dia was the vital point of all the nego- 
tiations with England, and all other 
proposals were insignificant in com- 


parison with that respecting the re- 
opening of the mints of India to the 
unlimited coinage of silver and the re- 
peal of the order permitting gold to be 
paid for government dues and to be 
exchanged for government rupees. 
Mr. Wolcott spoke at some length upon 
the canditions in India, explaining the 
value of the rupee since the closing of 
the mints to silver in 1893. The closing 
of the mints had, he said, created wids 
dissatisfaction, and there was a gen- 
eral impression that the Indian gov- 
ermment would be glad to retrace its 
steps: 

“Many English monometallists of 
‘Wide influence believe the policy to be 
a mistaken one,” he said, ‘“‘and would 
be. glad to see the Indian mints re- 
opened, if it could be done without 
stimulating the cause of hbimetallism 
apd as a separate and distinct action. 
There is a general opinion, not limited 
to England, that the India government 
would be quick to avail itself of an op- 
portunity .to reopen its mints, and 
would welcome another international! 
attempt toward bimetallism that would 
raise the value of silver, and would be 
giad*to.coéperate within such an at- 
tempt: This belief found expression in 
the speech of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer on March 17, and I am sure 
that I violate no confidence when I say 
that the answer of the Indian govern- 
ment protesting against reopening In- 
fjia’s mints was as much a surprise to 
the English Ministry as it was a dis- 
appointment to us. 

“While the protest was not final, the 
English. government in London could 
have overruled the objection from In- 
dia, yet such action would have been 
contrary ‘to all precedent. As a mat- 
ter of face, the home government, it 
is said, unanimously upheld the report. 
Frequent statements m our papers as- 
serted that the anSwer of. India was 
dictated from London. It may be that 
the blind and unreasoning fury of the 
city of: London directed against my 
suggestion of contributions or conces- 
sions to any international settlement 
of the-curreney question that should 
recognize silver, and which threatened 
a panic and the overthrow of any ngin- 
istry that attempted it; may have ren- 
dered the renly of the India govern- 
ment not wholly unwelcome; Dut the 
policy outlined in the letter of Septem- 
ber 16, signed by the Viceroy and his 
associates, must stand as the deliberate 
and uninfluenced judgment of that gov- 
ernment. 

“To us,”” Mr.. Wolcott continued, “the 
India _ situation is ‘inexplicable. Mil- 
‘lions of pedplé, most of them ex- 
‘tremely poor, have for years invested 
all of their savings in silver. © These 
accumulations. a few years ago were 
worth a thousand millions of dollars 
and more. Today they are worth less 
than half that sum. By the closing of 
the Indian mints and the artifiéial gold 
value given to silver, India is at a 
great disadvantage with the neighbor- 
ing countries, the exports of which are 
stimulated by the higher premium on 
gold, and they are robbing India of 
much of her manufacturing and export 
trade. The present policy inflicts upon 


j India, as well as the evils of an in- 


sufficient and Steadily-lessening cur- 
rency, evils that the vicissitudes of 
that dependency during the past ten 
months have served to emphasize. The 
‘wor'd has heard much of the famine 
in India and of the great funds sub- 
scribed for its victims. It has not been. 
however, so generally known that the 
famine was one’ of money rather than 
of food; that the contributions were 
chiefly forwarded to India in the form 
of money and not grain, and that dur- 
ing the whole period of the famine rice 
was abundant where men were starv- 
ing, and its price was but a trifle over 
a2 cent a pound, less than the price of 
wheat in England. For all of these 
evils the loss in the value of the sav- 
ings of the people, the ‘disadvantage 
of a different purchasing value for sil- 
ver in India from that which prevailed 
in China, the evils of an insufficient 
volume of money, and the enormous in- 
jury that commerce suffered through 
violent fluctuations in the rate of ex- 
change, we offered what we believed 
to be a remedy. Our offer was refused 
and the refusal must be considered as 
final until the failure of the exneri- 


“There Was one Oversight in the com- 
munication of the so-called proposals 
to the Indian government. It was dis- 
tinctly understood at all of our inter- 
views to be a condition of the assent 
of any country to any agreement that 
it should be entirely satisfied that the 
plan proposed, because of the adhesion 
of a sufficient number of other nations 
or otherwise, would secure the main- 
tenance of the parity proposed. Had 
this been fully understood it is pos- 
sible, though not probable, that a some- 
what different answer would have re- 
turned from India.” 

Mr. Wolcott next enumerated the ob- 
stacles with which the commission has 
to. contend, in which he included the 
remarkable drop in the price of silver, 
the coincident tariff legislation in the 
United States, the statements of New 
York bankers in England, who, he said, 
sought access to the English officials 
and assured them.that any sefttiment 
that had formerly existed in the United 
States in favor of bimeiallism was dead. 
Other statements made by the bankers, 
according to Mr. Wolcott, were the 
following: “That the mission was sent 
solely as a sop to a few far-western 
Republicans; that the country gener- 
ally favored the gold standard and that 
the President of the United States 
shared this view. 

“The statements were,’ Mr. Wolcott 
said, “of course, untrue, but in support 
of. them these people assumed to pre- 
sent. interviews and statements of the 
directors of the mint, a hold-over from 
the late administration; the late Comp- 
troNer of the Currency, equally 
precious legacy, now out’of the public 
service and transplanted to a Chicago 
benk, and pretended statements in let- 
ters'and interviews from the Secretary 
of the Treasury to the effect that 
there was no desire for a change to in- 
ternational or other bimetallism, and 
favoring the permanent adoption of the 
gold standard. Nobody in Europe cared 
a rap what the two minor prophets 
thought or said, as nobody in this 
country cares, but the alleged state- 
ments of the Secretary of the Treasury 
were @ different matter.

the interviews fictitious, and I trust 
they were, for it was inconceivable that 
a member of the Cabinet would seek to 
undermine the efforts of a mission ap- 
pointed hy the President and whose 
efforts he was cordially and zealously 
seconding.” 

The commission was, he said, also 
attacked from time to time by state- 
ments from extremists in the-other di- 
rection, insisting that our efforts were 
pretended; that we had no hope or ex- 
pectation of success; that the Presi- 
dent was secretly opposing us; that | 
was a disgrace to ur country that w 
were permitted to invite other countries 
to join us in opening mints; that it was: 
humiliating that we were even consult- 
ing any other country on that subject; 


that failure was inevitable, and the 
sooner we came home the better. It 
was a new and somewhat ludicrous 


view of the silver question that made 
it humiliating that this country should 
invite other countries like France to 
join in opening mints or made it un- 
important to ascertain the attitude of 
India with her thousand million ounces 
of silver in bullion and ornaments 
changing hands in the bazaars at bul- 
lion value, and her 570,000,000 ounces 
of silver in silver coins doing duty at 
the ratio. of about 22 to 1 

He excepted Senator Jones of Ar- 
kansas, chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, from the charge, 
but concluded that it was unfortunately 
true that the bitterness of the last 
campaign blinded the vision of many 
men, so that the things they believed 
to be impossible they came to hope 
would be impossible. 

“All of these occurrences, however, 
disturbing they were,” he said, “did 
not probably affect the outcome, so far 
as there has been up to this time an 
outcome to the negotiations.” 

Mr. Wolcott summarized the present 
situation by seying it is apparent 
that for the time being it is useless 
to count on any coiperation from Great 
Britain toward a bimetallic agreement, 
and that, while France actively desires 
to see silver restored to its old po- 
sition as a standard of value equally 
with gold, she insists that the problem 
is one that demands international ac- 
tion and the codperation, to some ade- 
quate extent, of other leading commer- 
cial nations of the world. 

“Questions of possible future negotia- 
tions between France, the United States 
and other countries and the question 
of change of ratio are for the moment 
held in abeyance. While we hope for 
continued joint action, France owes no 
further duty to us. She stood shoulder 
to shoulder with us in our attempt to 
secure from England even the conces- 
sions she voluntarily offered a few 
mo6nths In days when the in- 
fluence of the money-lender is potent in 
almost every capital of the world and 
dominates courts and national policies, 
the ministry of France stood fearlessly 
by the interests of the whole people 
and counted the welfare of its hundreds 
of thousands of small holders of lands, 
dependent for their existence upon the 
fruits of the soil, as paramount to that 
of the powerful classes that want 
money dear and grain cheap.” 

Here Mr. Wolcott announced his in- 
tention to retire from the commission. 
He said: 

“It is my sincere conviction that an 
international bimetallic agreement is 
still feasible, by the terms of which 
certain countries will join and open 
their mints to the unlimited coinage of 
silver and other will contribute to plan 
an enlarged usage of that metal as 
money; and I say this more freely, be- 
cause I shall give way upon the com- 
mission to somebody more fitted for 
such negotiations and better able to‘ 
give them his constant time. This re- 
sult cannot be brought about without 
the . expenditure of both time an pa- 
tience, and the persons intrusted with 
the duty of negotiations must have 
back of them the hearty support of the 
President and of Congress.”’ 

He thought it might be necessary 
to change the ratio to something like 
20 to 1. 

At this point he referred to the at- 
titude of Secretary Gage on the finan- 
cial question, contrasted with the 
President’s position, his words on this 
point being as follows: 

“When Congress convened on the 7th 
of last month the President, in refer- 
ences to the subject of international 
bimetallism, spoke earnestly and anx- 
iously of his desire to see an inter- 
national himetallic agreement consum- 
mated. His assurances gave renewed 
hope to bimetallists all over the coun- 
try and seemed a final and conclusive 
answer to those who had claimed that 
the President was not in earnest in his 
efforts toward international bimetal- 
lism, For myself, I meeded no such 
proof. I had again been made to know 
how genuine was the President’s de- 
votion ‘to the settlement of the vexed 
question. Within a fortnight after this, 
with no event meanwhile that would 
change existing conditions, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, in support of a 
bill that he had prepared respecting the 
currency, said as follows, to a commit- 
tee of Congress: 

[Here he quoted the remarks of the 
Secretary of the Treasury.] 

“The two statements e@re utterly at 
variance,” he continued, ‘‘and contra- 
dictory to each other. They cannot be 
reconciled. This is not the proper oe- 
casion to analyze the bill of the Sec- 
retary. It will reach limbo long before 
it shall reach the Senate. He proposes 
to capitalize the premium on our bonds 
sold recently, and to make them, with 
others to be issued, a security definitely 
payable in gold. He forgéts that only 
a few months ago, when the country 
was in dire distress, we were compelled 
to pay nine millions of dollars for the 
privilege of keeping the word ‘gold’ out 
of some of these very bonds. He 
ought not to forget that the bank of 
which he was president got, it is said, 
some of the bonds and received some 
of the proceeds of that deplorable trans- 
action. 

“But I do not intend to discuss the 
bil, which the President’s message 
specifically does not imdorss: and it is 
premature to criticise the Secretary’s 
Republicanism, fer his advent into the 
party and the Cabinet were practically 
contemporaneous. We must accept the 
situation. In my opinion tthe great 
majority of the members of the Re- 
publican party are bimetallists, and 
the fact that they are misrepresented 
by a Cabinet officer is not pleasing, 
but it is endurable. The selection of 
the members of his official household 
is the President’s own affair, amd. so 
Jong as he shall stand upon the ques- 
tion of bimetallism where he hase ever 
stood, there is no serious ground 
for apprehension. But evem in the in- 
conceivable event that the Chief Mag- 
istrate of this people should in the ex- 
ercise of his judgment, determine to 
countenance the final fastening upon 
this country of the burdens of the gald 
standard, I trust we may still find 
warrant for faith and hone in the 
pledges of the party amd the wisdom 
of its councils. We will cross our 
bridges when we come to them. Ihe 
iime when this country will submit to 
the final imposition of gold monometad- 
lism is far away.’’ 

Continuing his presentation of the de- 
tirability of an international agree- 
ment, which had been digressed from 
to refer to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Mr. Wolcott said: 

“Whatever difference of opinion mav 
exist as to the ability of this coun- 
try alone to maintain the parity  be- 
tween silver and gold, there is no 
question that the concurremce of other 
nations would help and not hinder the 
cause’ of bimetallism in the United 
Sfates, and efforts to secure it ought 
io receive the cordial support of every 
citizen who is opposed to gold mono- 
cmetallism. International bimetallism 
is neither a myth nor a chimera. The 
people of Murcpe are, even as we are 

struggling to keep their heads above 
Me nd seeking blingdl fox 


‘or progress, 

“Much of the recent legislation in 
Europe looking to the increase of gold 
holdings and the depreciation of sil- 
ver, finds.its origin in the exigencies 
of a situation where readiness for war 
is the paramount necessity. There is 
hardly a statesman in Europe who be- 
lieves the last word has yet been said 
upon the quéstion of the remonetiza- 
‘lon of silver, and hardly one who 
vould not welcome an effort to settle 
¢he question jnternationally. Omly a 
‘ew days ago, just before Christmas, 
n a debate in the French Chamber, 
M. Meline again declared from the tri- 
yune that the French government was 
at one with tho United States on the 
juestion of bimetallism. 

“In. the face of such a declaration, it 
'$ as cowardly to abandon hope as it 


's false to talk about failure.  Inter- 
mational bimetallism is to the gold 
moncmetallists foolishness, but it is 


nevertheless a splendid possibility; its 
accomplishment would be the greatest 
blessing that could befall our people, 
and to achieve it we might well af- 
ford to sink for the time the hostilities 
of party and the bickerings of the fac- 
ticms.”’ 

Mr. Wolcott concluded his speech at 
2:05 p.m., having spoken for an hour 
and fifteen minutes. As he sat down, 
there was @ burst of applause through- 
out the chamber and for several min- 
utes he was surrounded by his col- 
leagues, who desired to tender their 
congratulations. 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska, desiring to 
speak upon the resolution that had 
been the basis of Mr. Wolcott’s re- 
marks, asked that the resolution .be 


read. 

Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts de- 
manded the regular order which was 
the Immigration Bill, and as he was 
sustained by the Vice-President, Mr 
Allen said that, as he had the floor, 
he would speak on that bill. 

Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts announced 
that he would be compelled to leave 
the chamber, and requested Mr. Allen 
to yield him a few minutes for some 
remarks on the bill. The request was 
granted. Mr. Hoar spoke in favor of 
the bill. 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin while sup- 
porting the general character of the, 
bill, pointed out a feature which, he 
said, was indefensible, namely, that 
requiring an immigrant both to read 
and write. portions of the United 
States Constitution. Rather than sup- 
port the provision requiring the im- 
migrant to write as well as read, he 
would be compelled to vote against the 
bill. 


THE IMMIGRATION BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

At. the conclusion of Mr. Spooner's 
remarks on the Immigration Bill, an 
agreement having been reached by the 
Wisconsin Senator and Mr. Lodge, in 
charge of the measure, that Mr. 
Spooner should draft an amendment 
providing that steamship companies 
shovgi take back to Europe the wife 
and children of an immigrant who had 
failed tO meet the requirements of the 
proposed law. Mr. Lodge spoke briefly 
in support of the measure. He de- 
clared that the opposition to the bill 
had been stimulated by the German 
steamship companies, who would suffer 
by its passage. They had aroused the 
opposition to the measure and had been 
aided materially by the Deputy Com- 
missioner of Immigration, who had 
himself been a citizen of this country 
for scarcely seven years. The amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Spooner was then 
adopted by 42 to 22. : 

Mr. Cafferey of Louisiana offered a@n 
amendment increasing the age of immi- 

rants affected by the bill from 16 to 

1 years. The amendment was lost by 
28 yeas to 36 nays. 

Mr. Kyle of South Dakota offered 
an amendment providing that any im- 
migrant convicted within a year of his 
landing in this country of a felony or 
other violation of the law, shall be re- 
turned to the country from which he 
came. The amendment was lost with- 
out division. The bill was then placed 
on its passage, and passed by 45 to 28.

After the Immigration Bill had been 
disposed of the Senate devoted some 
time to theeansideration of bills on the 
calendar. Among the measures con- 
sidered was one called up by Mr. Hans- 
brough of North Dakota, amending sec- 
tion 2234 of the Revised Statutes so 
that registers of land offices and re- 
ceivers of public moneys for each land 
district established by law, shall be 
liable under their bonds for all moneys 
received by them for the sale of Indian 
lands. The bill was passed. 

A bill authorizing the Muscogee Canal 
and Railroad Company to construct and 
operate a railway through the Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma Territory and 
for other purposes was passed on mo- 
tion of Mr. Baker. 

Mr. Carter, chairman of the Census 
Committee, gave notice that after the 
disposition tomorrow of the Urgent De- 
ficiency Bill, he should insist upon the 
consideration of the unfinished busi- 
ness, which is the measure providing 
for the appointment of a director and 


and subsequent censuses. 

Mr. Allison chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee, in this connection 
desired it to be understood that the 
appropriation bills which, under the 
Senate procedure, have the right-of- 
way over other legislation, would be 
pressed by his committee and that the 
Pension Appropriation Bill now on the 
calendar would be called up, probably 
on Wednesday. 

In response: to an inquiry from Mr. 
White of California, Mr. Carter said he 
had no desire to endeavor to displace 
the consideration of the Hawaiian an- 
neation treaty in executive session, but 
he thought the census measure ought 
to be passed promptly. 

Bills were passed providing for an 
American register for the steamer 
Navahoe and to amend section 4440 of 
the Revised Statutes, authorizing the 
licensing of mates on river @nd ocean 
steamers. 

The foeint resolution providing for 
participation by the United States in 
the fisheries exposition to be held this 
vear in “Bergen, Norway, which had 
been passed by the House, was passed. 

The Senate then, at 4:45 p.m., on ‘mo- 
tion of Mr. Quay, went {nto executive 
session, and at 6 p.m. adjourned.

SOME CAUSTIC COMMENT. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORTL.] 


In the course of the general debate, 
Mr. Griffith (Rep.) of Iowa defended 
the policy of retiring army officers on 
three-quarters pay. The debate was 
made significant by an attack upon the 
efficiency of the several branches of 
the army by Mr. McClellan (Deb.) of 
New York, a son of Gen. George B. 
McCtellan, 

The army, he declared, was little 
better than a clumsily-organized na- 
tional police force, top-heavy with the 
gold lace of staff officers, many of 


whom had not seen more active ser-: 


vice than falls to the lot of a member 
of the police force. The army should, 
he declared, be entirely reorganized. 
He said this in no spirit of jingoism, 
but for the purpose of calling the at- 
tention of the country to the fact that 
we were paying a large price for a 
very inefficient army, utterly unpre- 
pared for war, while a very small ad- 
ditional expenditure, with proper reor- 
ganization, would work wonders. 

Mr. McClellan went into a detailed 
discussion of the various branches of 
the service. Our infantry formations, 
he said, would have been considered 
excellent in the seventeenth century. 
He criticised particularly the organiza- 
ition of the cavalry. As indicating the 
poor quality or condition of the mounts 
purchased for the cavalry, he said, we 
were each year replacing 25 per cent. 
of the cavalry horses, while in Europe, 
Austria, for instance, but 12 per cent. 
of the cavalry horses were replaced an- 
nually. One of the gravest defects it 
the present organization, he said, was 
the lack of a properly-instructed anl 
competent staff. In the modern-sense of 
the word, we had no staff. At the 
present rate of accumulated reserve, he 
said, at the end of five years we wouid 
only have enough ammunition ‘to sup- 
ply the infantry for two days at the 
firing rate of the battle of Gettysburg. 

Mr. Lewis (Dem.) of Washington 
made a vigorous speech against any in- 
crease of the army. He created some- 
thing of an innovation by taking his 
position in the arena in front of the 
Speaker’s rostrum, and speaking to the 
House face to face, as to a congre- 
gation. He charged that the trusts 
were in control of the country a@nd con- 
stituted the mailed hand of power be- 
hind the decrees of the courts. If the 
army were increased, the people would, 
he said, be justified in asking whether 
it was not to be used to barricade the 
courts and break down everything that 
means the freedom of the country. He 
differed, he said, from the leader—Mr. 
Bryan—whose cause he had followed to 
the pit. He was not willing to admit 
that free silver was the single end to be 
fought for. There was necessity, he 
said, for a return to the true Democracy 
which hed for its end the freedom of 
the individual as an individual. Mr. 
Lewis quoted a telegram which, he 
said, Senator Hanna had received from 
Frankfort, Germany, signed by A. Sel- 
igman, es follows: “I congratulate you 
on your election. It is most satisfactory 
to me.” 

The message, he said, came from the 
man who helped to place a mortgage on 
this government of $200,000,000. Its in- 
solence, he said, had no parallel in 
history. 

“He is the last man,” said he, “whom 
I should take pride in calling an Amer- 
ican citizen.” 

Mr. Hull (Rep.) of Iowa; chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, ex- 
pressed concurrence in the views of Mr. 
McClellan to the extent that he believed 
that the army should be reorganized, es 
the present organization was obsolete. 
The discussion of the needs of the army 
was continued by Messrs. Wheeler 
(Dem.) of Alabama, Clark (Dem.) of 
Missouri, Cox (Dem.) of Tennessee, 
Marsh (Rep.) of Illinois and others. 

Without completing the bill, the com- 
mittee arose, and at 5:10 p.m. the House 
adjourned. 

INDIAN COMMISSION SALARIES.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—The 
barkentine City of Papeeti arrived from 
"Tahiti today with eighteen of the crew 
of the wrecked British bark Blairlogie 
‘on board. The vessel went ashore on 
Matahira Island, one of the Tahiti 
group, and became a total wreck. The 
crew escaped, and Capt. Mackay sent 
a boat to ask for assistance. The 
steamer Croix de Sud was sent out by 
the French government, and brought 
in the shipwrecked men, all of whom 
took passage on the Papeeti save four, 
who will cast their fortunes with the 
natives. 

Those who came up on the Papeeti 
‘were Gapt. Mackay, his wife and two 
children, First Officer Archibald Fald, 
Second Officer J. A. Haddock, Third 
Officer John Bishop, Carpenter J. 
Howe and thirteen seamen. The Blair- 
logie was from Delagoa Bay for As- 
toria, and went ashore during heavy 
weather.

Large Sums Realized from the Sales 
of Claims.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 17.—Twenty- 
‘two persons arrived here tonight from 
Dawson City on the steamer Corona, 
bringing with them a small amount of 
gold dust and drafts on the North 
American Trading and Transportation 
Company and the Alaska Commercial 
Company amounting to between $800,000 
and $1,000,000. In the party was one 
woman.

Western Roads Modify Their Esti- 
mate of the Number of Pas- 
sengers—A Canadian Relief 
Expedition.

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 17.—(By 
Post-Intelligencer Syndicate. Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The steamer Corona arrived 
here at 7 o’clock this evening from 
Dyea and Skaguay with a heavy pas- 
senger list, thirty-five of whom are from 
Dawson. The last ones from Dawson 
left there December 14, and the opinion 
prevailed among them that there would 
be no shortage of provisions., They all 
characterize the “government relief ex- 
pedition” as unnecessary. 

All of the passengers are well-pleased 
with the country. They came out on 
business, and the most of them will 
return. No late strikes of importance 
are noted. The amount of money 
brought down by the Corona is esti- 
mated at between $850,000 and $1,500,000, 
mostly represented by drafts. Most of 
the men from Dawson came out by 
easy stages, forty days being taken by 
some. No great hardships were encoun- 
tered. One lady came out over the 
trail, and stood the trip splendidly. 

Among the prominent passengers on 
the Corona when she arrived this even- 
ing was ex-Detective W. H. Welch, 
formerly of the Portland, Or., police 
force. Welch, when seen by a reporter, 
said: 

“There are about twenty-five people 
from Dawson City on board the Corona, 
and about $1,000,000 in drafts and gold, 
In fact, the drafts and gold represent 
more than has ever been brought out 
over the trail before. The last people 
to leave Dawson City left there, I 
understand, on December 14. Who they 
were I am not sure; but one thing I 
am sure of, that every man who came 
out and who is a passenger on board 
the Corona, had more or less money 
with him. You can quote me as saying 
that $1,000,0000 in dust and drafts came 


'down on the Corona. A majority of 


them are people who have sold out 
their claims and came out for the win- 
ter. The bulk of them are going back. 

“I left Dawson City December 11, 
and there was no starvation, nor any 
hint of nay when we left. There is no 
grub for sale in the stores, it is true, 
but the boys are buying from each 
other, and there is grub enough to 
last till grub can get in in the spring.” 

A party of seven, led by George 
Brand and Mrs. Lou Keller, left Daw- 
son December 13, and when they ar- 
rived tonight, displayed $150,000 in gold 
dust. It was in an enormous jar, and 
the hotel clerk tried several times, un- 
@ided, to place it in the safe, but was 
unable to do so. Later it was placed 


there by several of the employés of the’ 


hotel. Brand also had $100,000 in drafts, 
issued to him by the Commercial Com- 
pany at Dawson. 

Andrew Oleson is the richest man to 
come out from Dawson in recent 
months. He has dust, drafts and nug- 
gets to the value of $200,000. More of 
those who came out are people who 
have been on the Upper Yukon for sev- 
eral years, and have sold out their 
claims. 


THE GOVERNMENT EXPEDITION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Arrange- 
ments for the departure of the govern- 
ment expedition to the Klondike are 
being pushed. Under date of January 
12. Clifford Sifton, Minister of the In- 
terior for Canada, wrote Assistant 
Secretary Meiklejohn as follows: ‘“Re- 
ferring to the conversaton which 
passed between us on the subject of 
furnishing an escort for your relief ex- 
pedition, I have given instructions that 
a sufficient number of men be sent for- 
werd to Skaguay for that purpose, and 
I have no doubt they will be awaiting 
the arrival of your people on or before 
the ist of February. May I ask if you 
will be good enough to advise me when 
your expedition is expected to embark 
for Skaguay, so that our arrangements 
may be made, if possible, in accord.” 

In answer to ean inquiry from Mr. 
Meiklejohn in regard to the exact sit- 
uation at Dawson, according ‘to his re- 
ports, Sifton telegraphed the following, 
Saturday evening: 

“OTTAWA (Ont.,) Jan. 15.—My re- 
ports indicate no immediate danger of 
starvation at Dawson, but great ne- 
cessity for provisions being distributed 
between Fort Selkirk and Skaguay at 
various posts. Believe ice formed all 
the way through. Our provisions are 
being pushed down by horses and dogs. 
Intend to keep supplies moving until 
water opens in the spring, to avoid pos- 
sibility of disaster.” 

VICTORIA ADVICES.

WASHINGTON, January 17.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Los Angeles 
may lose some eight additional carriers 
authorized last spring. First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Perry Heath today 
wrote some seventy-five letters to dif- 
ferent postmasters, among whom is 
that of Los Angeles, asking what re- 
duction of carriers is possible without 
reducing the service. There is a de- 
ficit of $150,000 in the free-delivery ap- 
propriation for which Congress prob- 
ably will refuse to provide, and it is 
therefore necessary to cut down. 

F. T. Lindenberger of Riverside, who 
is here in the interesct of the ticket- 
brokers against the Scalping Bill, will 
also use his influence to tvansfer the 
Perris Indian school to Riverside or 
San Bernardino. Superintendent Hall 
recommended this on the ground that 
the government had been deceived in 
the purchase of the land for the pres- 
ent site.

NAVAL COMMITTEE’S SUGGESTIONS. 


No More Ships, bat Dry Docks and 
Men are Needed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Jan. 17.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says that, in 
consideration of naval matters by the 
House Committee having charge of this 
branch of the service, more attention 
is being paid to making appropriations 
for dry docks and increasing the force 
of the navy than ‘to building new men- 
of-war. Representations have been 
made to the Naval Affairs Committee 
with a view to utilizing vessels al- 
ready under way or in commission, 
rather than putting new keels on the 
stocks, and thtse views seem to meet 
with favor among the members of the 

committee. 

Secretary Long's recommendation to 
increase the naval forces by the addi- 
tion of at least 7000 men finds a re- 
sponsive echo in the committee rooms 
at the capital, where heads of the bu- 
reaus of the Navy Devnartment and 
navy officers have been called into con- 
ference on matters pertaining to the 
navy. According to the testimony o' 
these experts, there does not seem ‘to be 
so much need for new vessels as there 
is for modern guns and other equip- 
ments for cruisers now afloat. 

It is expected that the Naval Appro- 
priation Bill will be ready to be sub- 
mitted to the House by February 1, 
and the recommendations in regard to 
dry docks and more men for the navy 
will be the features of the committee’s 
report. There is a vrobabiNity that no 
suggestion whatever may be made 
about new shins. At least, this is the 
present dispvosition of the Naval Affairs 
Committee in view of their investiga- 
tions on the subject submitted to them 
by Congress. 


IN THE HOUSE, 


The Army Denounced as a Clumsy 
National Police Force, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The feature 
of the afternoon’s debate on the Army 
Supply Bill was a speech by Repre- 
sentative McClellan, son of Gen. George 
B. McClellan, criticising the army as 
little better than a clumsily-organized 
national police force, utterly unpre- 
pared for war and antiquated in its 

methods and organization. 

Representative L. wis of Washington 
opposed any increase in the army, as an 
attempt further to aid the trusts and 
Monopolies in striking down the people. 
The congraiwiations sent Senator 
Hanna by A. Seligmen of Frankfort, 
Germany, he said had no parallel save 
those sent by Pilate to Christ's execu- 
tioner.

of the Diet today. Gov. Codenhove 
made a statement in both the German 
and the Czech languages, saying they

LABOR BATTLE IS ON. 


BEGINNING OF THE STRIKE OF 
COTTON-MILL OPERATIVES. 


Eighty Thousand Skilled Workmen 
Leave Their Looms on Account 
of a Wage Reduction—The Fight 
Will Be a Bitter One. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Jan. 17.—The fight between 
employers and employés in the New 
England cotton niills is on, and what 
t will lead up to cannot be foretold. 
The great corporations in New Bed-ord 
are silent and thevsands of operatives 
are idle, while he.2 and there discon- 
tent has cropped out all day, the most 
serious being at Biddleford, Me., where 
3200 persons refused to work, thus clos- 
ing two mills, and at Lewiston, Me., 
where one mill was crippled by 400 
weavers staying out. The general wage 
reduction jis estimated to affect 127,000 
persons in about 150 mills. Tonight 
finds the textile operatives everywhere 
intently interested in the New Bedford 
struggle, for there the real strength 
and the endurance will come, and upon 
the outcome will depend the question 
of an industrial battle the entire 
length and breadth of the New Eng- 
land States. The chief point in this 
battle will be discipline. 

From the point of view of the mill- 
owner, the New Bedford situation is 
now a lockout. Interveniton by the 
State Board of Arbitration this week is 
hardly likely to be allowed, and 0 
overt act on the part of the strikers, 
and no attempt to open a mill is ex- 
pected for a number of days. The New 
Bedford strikers will receive’ strike 
money trom operatives elsewhere, but 
the sum total will be reserved until a 
protracted battle brings on want and 
hardship. which the unions will then 
try to relieve. 

All the New Bedford mills opened at 
the usual time, when no help came, 
the lights went out, sneed stopped, 
overseers and second hands prepared 
to make everything snug, and mill 
gates were closed indefinitely. The la- 
bor unions did little work today except 


will be developed only as faint-hearted 
weavers seek to return to work. Of the 
other strikes little had been developed 
in them as yet to forecast the future. 

Taking the day's events throughout 
New England, it may conservatively 
be said that the negotiations came to 
pass just as expected. It is the imme- 
diate future which awakens apprehen- 
sions.

DELAYED DEPARTURE 


KLONDIKE TOURIST WHO ALMOS?P 
MISSED CONNECTIONS. 


W. M. Cartin Did not Sati on the 
Coos Bay Sunday Evening as 


Per Intentions—An Officer With 
a Warrant Prevented Him. 


W. M. Curtin, @ passenger on the 
steamer Coos Bay, which left San Pe- 
dro Sunday evening with a party of 
gold-seekers aboard bound for Alaska, 
almost failed to make connections, and 
thereby hangs 4 tale. 

Curtin had made all his arrange- 
ments to embark quietly for the land 
of gold, but Deputy Constable Mug- 
nemi got wind of his intentions, and, 
armed with a warrant charging the ar- 
gonaut with attempting to leave the 
State to defraud creditors, lay in wait 
for him at the First-street depot of the 
Terminal Railway. The result was 
that Curtin did not start so promptly 
for the Far North as he had caicu- 
lated. 


The warrant for Curtin’s arrest was 
sworn out by Dr. Fred F. C. Wood- 
ward of Trenton, N. J', who is for the 
time being a@ guest at the Live Oak 
Villa at Monrovia. It appears ‘that 
Dr. Woodward and Curtin came across 
the continent together, and that the 
doctor advanced his traveling compan- 
ion certain moneys and chatteis to the 
amount of more than $100. In short, 
Woodward had befriended Curtin in 
very material manner, and much to his 
surprise, Curtin was about to start for 
Alaska without settling with him. 
Peing convinced that Curtin intended 
to defraud him, Woodward swore out 
a warrant for his arrest several days 
ago. Curtin was evidently trying toa 
keep his movements secret, but Dep- 
uty Constable Mugnemi, who had been 
retained to watch him, got on his traik 
and ascertained that he intended to 
buy a ticket for Alaska at the Pacific 
Steamship Company’s office on Second 
street, Sunday afternoon. Mugnémi 
made it his business to be at the 
steamship office when Curtin called to 
get his ticket. The Deputy Constable 
did not have the warrant for Curtin’s 
arrest with him, but he saw his ine 
tended victim purchase a ticket and 
make arrangements to leave on the 5:30 
p.m. Terminal train for San _ Pedro, 
there to board the steamer Coos Bay 
an hour later. Then he hied himself 
away. reported the matter to Dr. 
Woodward, procured the warrant from 
the latter and repaired to the Terminal 
depot, where he nabbed Curtin just as 
he was about to step aboard the train. 

Curtin appeared to be both surprised 
and indignant, but there was nothing 
for him to do except to accompany the 
officer back to the city. He at once 
procured the services of a lawyer, who 
later had a meeting with Dr. Wood- 
ward and settled for Curtin’s indebted- 
ness to the doctor, on condition of his 
immediate release. 

It' was about 9 o'clock in the evening 
when Curtin escaped from the clutches 
of the law, and by that time the 
steamer Coos Bay, on which he in- 
tended to sail, was already far out at 
sea. Curtin, however, took the 6:20 
o'clock train for Santa Barbara yes- 
terday morning, intending to overtake 
the steamer at that port. 


INFANT INDUSTRY IN DAN GER. 


Makers of Castoria Demand Damage 
for Infringement. 

For some time there has been on 
the market in Los Angeles a prepara- 
tion bearing the name of “Castoria,”’pur- 
porting to be manufactured by the 
“Chard Castoria Company,” which title 
is inscribed in red ink upon the label 
on the bottle. It is alleged this prepar- 
ation is gotten up in such a manner 
as to be almost the exact counterpart 
as to size and shape of bottle, style and 
color of label, circulars, etc., of the 
bottles and labels used by the manufac- 
turers of the original Castoria, and the 
Centaur Company has filed a bill of 
complaint against the makers of the 
Chard castoria, setting forth the fact 
that the public is tricked into buying 
the Chard castoria, believing it to be 
Pitcher’s castoria, owing to the imita- 
tion resorted to. The suit is being 
brought against George R. Green and 
S. Green, who, it is alleged, are the 
makers of the preparation objected to, 
they having assumed the name of the 
Chard Castoria Company for obvious 
reasons. 

A temporary injunction has been 
granted, restraining the defendants 
from making any more of their goods 
or using the name “castoria.”” The 
Centaur Company now asks in its pe- 
tition, that the defendants be perma- 
nently restrained and be compelled to 
render an account of the profits they 
have made out of the business, and pay 
same to the makers of the original 
Pitcher’s Castoria. The case will come 
up for trial in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court next Tuesday, the 25th. 


GALBRAITH GOES FREE. 


Alleged Tropico Postoftice Robber 
Out of Jalil. 

Walter Galbraith, who has been lan- 
guishing in the County Jail for some 
time, charged by the Federal govern- 
ment with breaking into and robbing 
the postoffice at Trepico, was today 
discharged from custody. by order of 
United States District Attorney Frank 
P. Flint. 

Galbraith was arrested in Tucson, 
Ariz... several months ago, on the 
stremgth of a confession made by him 


that he was the robber. He was be- 
lieved at the time, and indicted for 
the offense. He wes brought from 


Arizona to Los Angeles and lodged in 
jail. Several reputable citizens of Ven- 
tura made affidavit to the fact Gal- 
braith was in their town at the time 
the Tropico robbery occurred, therefore 
it could mot have been he. There were 
other things that lead the authorities 
to believe Galbraith was romancing 
when he made his confession, and as 
that was the only evidence against 
him, the complaint wes withdrawa. 

It is not known why Galbraith con- 
fessed to something he did not do, un- 
less it was to secure free transporta- 
tion to Los Angeles. It isaow thought 
the two men with whom Galbraith was 
traveling when he reached Tucson may 
have been the robbers, but there is lit- 
tle hope of apprehending them at this 
late day.

The Toledo Bee declares that the

UNCLE SAM WILL SEE THAT 
THEY ARE DISTRIBUTED. 


Spanish Omieials Will Be Warned 
Off if They Shall Show Any In- 
clinations to interfere. 
GEN.LEE HAS SUPREME CHARGE 


NO CHANCB FOR A SINGLE DOLLAR 
TO BE MISAPPROPRIATED. 


Gen. Blanco Shot at, but Escapes 
Injary—Cessation in Hostilities 
at Havana Relieved to Be 
Only Temporary. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jean. 17.—The State 
Department has taken official notice 
of complaints alleging that the Spanish 
officials in Cuba had been placing ob- 
Stacles in the way of the free admis- 
sion of food and other supplies sent to 
Cuba for the relief of the suffering. 
While the officials believe there is no 
solid foundation for these complaints, 
a@ cablegram has been sent to Gen. 
Lee, directing him to investigate their 
correctness and if necessary prevent 
any delay in the landing of supplies or 
stores, if it is possible to do so. 
The following statement was issued 
from the State Department today: 
“The call having been made by the 
President for money and supplies for 
the suffering Cubans, end some doubt 
seeming to exist that money and sup- 
plies donated in response to such call 
may not be honestly and impartially 
donated to the suffering people for 
whom the donations were made, it is 
thought proper to give this public no- 
tice in the way of an assurance that 
all such donations’ will be distributed 
through Consul-General Lee and duly 
authorized agents coijperating with him 
in Cuba. No doubt is entertained by 
the President or by the Secretary of 
State that every dollar and every ar- 
ticle of clothing for the benefit of the 
suffering of Cuba will be properly dis- 
tributed.” 

DELIVERY OF SUPPLIES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The State 
Department heard from Ccmsul-General 
Lee about the usual closing hour this 
afternoon, and gave out the following 
statement as a summary of his cable: 
“Consul-General Lee wires the De- 
partment of State that the delay im the 
delivery of supplies brought by the 
Concho, a week ago, was due to the 
disturbances of the past few days in 
Havana. The Vilicienca, carrying sup- 
plies from Philedelphia, arrived only 
today, and there will be no delay im 
the delivery of her supplies. He thinks 
there will be no difficulty hereafter in 
landing supplies. He reports matters 
quite at 12 o’clock. . 
“Gen. Lee’s cablegram was sent in 
respomse to one addressed to him this 
morning, concerning reports that ob- 
stacles were being placed in the way 
of the deliveries of supplies, and that 
duties were being demanded om these 
importetions, contrary to Spain’s 
agreement in the matter.” 


SHOT AT BLANCO. 


Narrow Escape of the General at a 
Ball Game in Havana, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Sefior de 
Lome, the Spanish Minister, today re- 
ceived the following cablegram from 
the Secretary-General of Cuba at Ha- 
vana: 

“Yesterday during a game of ball, at 
which was present the Governor of 
Santa Clara, Marios Garcia, a clerk in 
the hospital, known as a_ drunkard, 
who had been discharged (his nameis 
Picon,) fired two shots at the Gov- 
ernor, which missed him, owing to 
having been diverted by Gen. Aguirre, 
who was with the Governor. Those 
present made an ovation to both the 
Governor and the general. 

“11 a.m.—Everything quiet. There 
is no fear of the quiet being broken.” 
The State Department and _  Sefior 
Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish Minister, 
both expressed the opinion today that 
the trouble at Havana has blown over. 
Sefior de Lome received two dispatches 
last night, the first saying the day 
was quiet and the latter, apparently 
sent at a later hour, announcing that 
calm had prevailed during the day. 
The State Department received a dis- 
patch from Consul-General Lee say- 
ing simply: “All quiet.” 


AN ARMED TRUCE, 


Appzrently Only a Temporary Peace 
Prevails at Havana. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says that 
Spenish power in Cuba now rests on its 
ability to maintain order in Havana. 
Until the government shall show itself 
master of the city, no other question 
can be considered. Military operations 
against the insurgents are forgotten. 
Progress with @utonomy is a figment. 
The turmoil seems ended for the 
present. The quiet of an armed truce 
prevails. The presence of 5000 or 6000 
of regular troops gives promise that 
the calm will last long enough for a 
review of the prospects. 
A single week has given Havana a 
more vivid idem of what war is than all 
of the events of three years of insur- 
rection. The rioting has not been one 
of destruction or bloodshed. Its purpose 
was political. That may account for the 
lack of bloody collisions between the 
troops and the rioters. A dozen cav- 
alry charges on the mob without any 
being killed—this is @ Httle short of 
marvelous, but it Went on in the streets 
of Havana for three days and nights. 
It could not go on indefinitely without 
bloodshed. 
The tect and forbearance with which 
the authorities carried out their orders 
undoubtedly have ‘thelped to bring the 
government temporarily through the 
crisis. 
The authorities for a month, have been 
taking precautions against any hostile 
demonstration of the intransigeants. 
They. did not expeet that it would be 
encouraged and precipitated by officers 
acting under preconcerted plans. Until 
these officers can. be properly discip- 
lined, respect for the government can- 
not be restored and Gen. Blanco does 
not seem powerful enough to cashier 
em. 
Everybody fears the army. Some of 
the people who suffered by the riot, en- 
deavor to excuse it. The officers were 
ostensibly avenging reflections made 
by the Autonomist newspapers on the 
army. But in their destruction of La 
Discussion they struck a blow at au- 
tonomy as well as at an autonomist 
journal. The rioters followed the blow 
by their repeated attempts to sack the 
offices of El Diario, @ more moderate 
journal; which supports the govern- 
ment. 
Gen. Blanco hag tried to assure the 
Sagasta ministry and the people of the 


United States that the riots have no 


| political significance, It would be well : 


for the government if this were fo, but 
itis not so. The ultra-loyal Spaniards 
are taking off their hats to the army. 
The people who were rash enough to 
criticise its officers are hastening to 
make apologies. The army is here- 
after a dominant political force in 
Cuba. Its officers may start riots, but 
the spirit that pervades it will influ- 
enee other classes, and that spirit is 
one of hostility to autonomy. The 
firmness with which the iron hand of 
military repression is stretched over 
the city may keep down further out- 
breaks, but though the tension wil] not 
loosen for a long time to come, the 
property-owners, who are mostly 
against the political policy of the gov- 
ernment, have every reason to join 
with it in maintaining order. They af- 
fect to be satisfied with what has al- 
ready been done. The volunteers are 
certain to continue in a state of fer- 
ment, but they are not likely to break 
out in open rebellion. They seem to 
be fixing their minds on securing Gen. 
Blanco’s recall... With that end in 
view, the disturbances that have oc- 
curred are bringing the question of 
American intervention to a head. Its 
desirability has been privately sug- 
gested to Consul-General Lee by Span- 
ish merchants, but they are slow to 
commit themselves to paper or to take 
.-formal action. Gen. Lee’s advices to 
the State Department are conservative, 
but set forth the present. situation 
clearly. He does not recommend im- 
mediate intervention, yet he does not 
take a hopeful view of the ability of 
the Spanish authorities to restore pub- 
lic order permanently. 

The government newspapers deplore 
the rioting and say that it has done 
more for the insurrection than Gomez 
or Calixto Garcia could do. They also 
say that it will have a bad effect in 
the United States. The question of 
sending warships will have to be de- 
termined definitely’ soon. No anti- 
American demonstration has yet oc- 
curred. The trouble at present is be- 
tween Spanish factions. If further ri- 
oting should break out it is possible 
that a feeling would be aroused 
against Americans that would be hard 
to restrain. No one is in any per- 
sonal danger now. 


TRIAL OF CAPT. MURPHY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WILMINGTON (Del.,) Jan. 17.—In 
the trial of Capt. Edward Murphy of 
the steamship Laurada, in the United 
States District Court, on a charge of 
filibustering, the defense closed this 
mcrning. Dist.-Atty. Vanderclip pre- 
sented his prayer for the court’s in- 
structions to the jury, comprising twen- 
ty-seven points.» Senator Gray sub- 
mitted the prayers of the defense. The

But while there are 
other good things on the bill, Musical 
Dale with his melodious bells and con- 
certina easily takes the palm. Despite 
the fact that Mr. Dale calls himself a 
“campanologist,” he is an artist to 
the finger tips. Bell-ringing is as com- 
mon as violin-playing, and we have had 
all sorts here in times past, but never 
has any player evoked from these in- 
struments such satisfying and soulful 
music as Mr. Dale. He plays upon a 
string of sleighbells with the expression 
of a Paderewski at the piano, and from 
the chime of larger bells creates mel- 
ody that is simply exquisite. His num- 
bers on the latter were selections from 
the opera of “Il Trovatore,” the bell 
chorus from the “Chimes of Nor- 
mandy” and “In Old Madrid,” each of 


the numbers being given with that 
daintiness of expression which indi- 
cates the true musical artist. Mr. 


Dale’s playing of the concertina and 
quad hand bells was equally fetching, 
the whole performance going to make 
one of the best numbers ever given on 
an Orpheum programme. 

Kitty Mitchell is another newcomer 
who caught ‘the popular fancy and was 
given an ovation. She is termed “the 
Winsome singing soubrette”’ on the bill, 
and deserves the appellation. In Pongs 
of sentiment, an Irish musical skit or 
a simulation of the darky she is 
equally clever, and adds a big feature 
to the show. The Elinore sisters are 
called by some one the female Russell 
brothers, which gives a clear idea of 
their style and capacity. While their 
work is not overly refined, it is full of 
ginger and “go,” and the house en- 
cored the pair until they exhausted 
their repertoire and begged to be re- 
leased. 

The three Avolos do an entirely new 
act on a succession of vertical bars, 
which is very clever, showing strength 
and agility to a striking degree. Ophe- 
lita, the petite dansuese, dances very 
well, but her singing might be omitted 
without lessening the attractiveness of 
her turn—on the contrary, quite the 
reverse. Other features are De Felix 
and his circus, the supple Carletta in 
his feats of contortion, and Prof. Do- 
herty’s marvelousiy-trained poodles.

THE BURBANK. Milton Nobles’s 
well-known play, “The Phoenix,” has 
been put on at the Burbank by the 
Shaw Company, and is decidedlv.the 
best thing that has been attempted by 
this organization since its arrival in 
Los Angeles. The plece is well within 
the powers of the company, and has 
a plot of sufficient interest to carry it, 
even though it were less well acted 
than it was last night.

A HOT TIME IN PARIS. 


CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES AND 
THE DREYFUS MATTER. 


& Demand for an Investigation of 
the Subjected Shelved by a 
Small Majority. 


A NUMBER OF RIOTS RESULT. 


STUDENTS AND ANARCHISTS IN- 
DULGE IN BLOODY FIGHTS. 


All Over France the Anti-Semitic 
Feeling is Showing Itself in 
Demonstrations—Jewish 
Stores Attacked.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
PARIS, Jan. 17.—{By Atlantic Cable.] 
The lobbies of the Chamber of Depu- 


ties were crowded and there were 
heated discussions, even among the 
usually cool-headed politicians. The 


session opened with a speech from M. 
Jourde (Republican) on a minor ques- 
tion respecting prisons, but in view of 
tho impatience of members he aban- 
doned his. speech on the prisons ques- 
tion, whith was adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

The Minister of War, Gen. Billot; the 
Premier, M. Meline , and M, Caviagnac 
here entered the House ,and thé Presi- 
dent of the Chamber, M. Brisson, an- 
nounced that he had received a request 
from Caviagnac to question the gov- 
ernment regarding its Dreyfus note. 
M. Meline asked him to adjourn the 
matter, requesting the chamber to re- 
assure the country by continuing its 
legislative labors. He said the budget 
must be voted, and the Dreyfus affair, 
which had become a party question, 
should be set aside. Continuing, the 
Premier said: “‘The government’s pol- 
icy has already had excellent results at 
home and abroad, and we appeal to the 
wisdom of the chamber to put an end 
to the excessive agitation.”’ 

The Premier concluded with a refer- 
ence to the honor of the army and the 
respect due to the judges, and asked 
for a vote of confidence in the govern- 
ment. 

M. Caviagnac refused to be satisfied 
with this harangue. He declared that 
the terms of the semi-official vote were 
not acceptable [Cries from the Leftists] 
protested against the silence of the 
Minister of War at the time the army 
was attacked, and urged the publica- 
tion of the alleged confession of Drey- 
fus. When the chamber voted, by 310 
— to 257 nays, to shelve the discus- 
sion. 

Several small anti-Dreyfus demon- 
strations took place this morning in 
various parts of Paris. None of them 
was of a serious nature, and those 
taking part in them were quickly dis- 
persed. 

A great anti-Dreyfus and anti-Se- 
mitic meeting at the Tivoli Vauxhall 
produced extraordinary scenes. The 
neighborhood was patroled by police 
mounted and on foot, and the rapidly- 
growing crowd increased the excite- 
ment. At 9 o’clock, on the opening of 
the hall, the place was a seething sea 
of humanity, crowding every part, ges- 
ticulating, and shouting “‘A bas Zola!”’ 
“Vive 1-Armie!”’ and “Vive Revolution 
Scciale!” The members of the anti- 
Semite Committee displayed banners 
bearing the inscription ‘‘Death to the 
Jews!” It was soon seen that the 5000 
present consisted largely of anarchists 
and others bent on opposing the stu- 
dents. 

On M. Guerin, the president, propos- 
ing that the honorary presidency be 
conferred upon M. Rochefort and M. 
Drumont, a great uproar ensued, the 
anarchists trying to wrench the ban- 
ners from the anti-Semites. Scuffles 
took place, in which two of the offi- 
cials were injured. M. Thiebaud de- 
livered an address denouncing the 
Jews and urging the meeting to sup- 
port the government. 

Tumults and fighting for the banners 
continued, with shoutings, whistling 
and singing the “‘Marseillaise’’ and the 
“Carmagnole,”’ while M. Thiebaud 
made a violent speech, declaring that 
the Dreyfus scandal was the com- 
mencement of a social revolution by 
“a band of scoundrels desiring to over- 
throw everything in order to raise a 
traitor.”’ 

The scene now became a saturnalia. 
The anarchists removed the iron stair- 
case giving access to the tribune, so 
that the committee was unable to de- 
scend. Free fights began around the 
flags. Finally the students chased the 
anarchists out of the hall. The organ- 
izers of the meeting then seized the 
flags decorating the hall and arranged 
a rendezvous at the military club, cry- 
ing “Vive 1l-Armie!” 

The hall was partially emptied, but 
soon the anarchists returned, and, 
breaking open the great doors, began 
further fighting. It is alleged that sev- 
eral were injured. Finally the students 
were vanquished, and the anarchists 
were masters of the situation. The 
meeting broke up, and the anarchists 
replaced the ladder and invaded the 
tribune, led by M. Curtois, flourishing 
a red flag and all shouting, “‘Conspuez 
Rochefort!” (“Spit upon Rochefort’’) 
and “Long live Zola!”’ The disturbance 
continued, the anarchists declaiming 
from the tribune at the army and ac- 
claiming Dreyfus. Some of the injured 
people were carried out with their faces 
covered with blood, 

The interest was now transferred to 
the streets, where tho police had been 
reinforced by the Republican guards. 

At 10 o’clock this evening large bodies 
of students, flourishing the tricolor and 
shouting “Vive L’Armie,” proceeded 
in the direction of the military club in 
the Avemue de L’Operea. The troops 
cleared the Place ne la Republique and 
charged the bodies of students. A 
large force is protecting the military 
club. 

By midnight those who had been ar- 
rested were released, amd quiet has 
been restored in the Place de L’Opera. 
There were only trifling manifestations 
elsewhere. 

Midnight—M. Blanc, the prefect of 
police, has just personally takem the 
direction of the men who were protect- 
ing the military club, through fear of 
further trouble. 

Telegrams various provincial 
towns report student manifestations at 
Marseilles, where the windows of Jew- 
ish citizens were broken. 

At Nantes there have been some at- 
tacks on shops and the synagogues. 
The mob rescued those who were ar- 
rested. 

The events of the past few days are 
beginning to produce a feeling of panic 
in Jewish circles. Both the business 
and private houses of the Rothschilds 
and other wealthy Jews are guarded 
by special detectives and gendarmes, 
lest the crusade produce a sudden pop- 
ular outbreak. 

A heavy fog settled over the city 
thie afternoon, and made it difficult to 
ascertain until late exactly what had 
happened. It seems that, fearing dis- 
orders, a large body of police moved in 
the direction of the Pantheon about 4 
o’clock and barred the bridges across 
the Seine. Half an hour later the 
students. issuing from their lecture 
rooms, filled the Place de Pantheon. 
An agitated crowd, shouting “Conspuez 
Zola!” and raieing other cries, moved 
in the direction of the bridges. Several 
attempts to cross the river were frus- 
trated, but eventually a large number 


In one case the crowd in frontiof a 
shop that bore the name “Levi,” syout- 
ing “Death to the Jews! Let us pil- 
lage!" The students at the rear ig- 
norant of the cause of delay, pushed 
on, and the mass continued its onvard 
course, after attempts in various di- 
rections to reach the principal boule- 
vards, always frustrated by the polce. 
Many were arrested. The students 
were now joined by the riff-raff of the 
city, but finally desisted until evening. 

The students, having the sympatiy 
of the authorities, were treated wih 
forbearance by the police, who ony 
kept them within necessary bounds. 
According to some accounts, twenty 
people were wounded in the caval 
charge outside the Tivoli Hall, whic 
the police eventually cleared. The im- 
prisoned committee in the tribune 
were unable to make themselves heard, 
and hung out a placard announcing 
that the proceedings were closed. 

There is no doubt that the policy of 
the government is beginning to be 
strongly assailed. Gen. Billot, Minis- 
ter of War, is especially the object of 
attack, and the smallness of the ma- 
jority in the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day indicates the waning of M. Me- 
line’s influence. The Cabinet was only 
saved from defeat by the votes of 
monarchists and Boulangists. The Li- 
bré Parole accuses Gen. Billot of ille- 
gally spending f.150,000 of the War- 
Office funds in bribing the prees during 
the present crisis. 

A special service of police has been 
organized around the residence of 
Mathieu Dreyfus. 

Le Soir asserts that M. Zola will call 
Count Munster, the German Am)bassa- 
dor, and Count Tornelia, the Italian 
Ambassador, as witnesses to the inno- 
cence of Dreyfus.

A communication was received from 
the Water Company expressing @ wil- 
lingness to enter into negotiations for 
the sale of its improvements to the 
city. 

Contracts were let for the resurfac- 
4ng of Spring and Main streets. 

An opinion has been received from 
Attorney-General Fitzgerald in which 
he holds that the State and not the 
county is liable for the expense of 
conveying patients to the Home for the 
Feeble-Minded at Eldridge. 

Judge Smith's decision, sustaining a 
demurrer to the indictment against E. 
I. Bryant for obtaining money by 
false pretenses, has been reversed. 

Trial of the Bird case is postponed.

‘READY TO NEGOTIATE. 


WATER COMPANY’S RESPONSE TO 
THE CITY’S OVERTURES. 

Contracts Let for Resurfacing 
Spring and Main Streets—Coun- 
cil Upholds the Boiler Inspector 
in His Dispute With the Fire 
Department. 


The long-expected reply of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company to the 
proposal to renew negotiations 
for the purchase of the company’s im- 
ents, was received and read be- 
fore the City Council yesterday morn- 
ing. The communication expressed a 
‘desire to reach an amicable settlement 
of the questions at issue and a dispo- 
sition to facilitate the negotiations as 
much as possible. 

Bids were received for the resur- 
facing of Main and Spring streets, and 
both contracts were awarded to the 
Alcatraz Company, which was the 
lowest bidder. 

The controversy between the Boiler 
Inspector and the fire department was 
carried into the Council and the In- 
spector scored first blood, if not @ 
knockout. The »Council upheld the 
Inspector in his demand that under 
the existing ordinance the boilers of 
fire engines must be inspected. It is 
predicted, however, that the end is 
not yet. 

Councilman Mathuss’s repert recom- 
mending the enforcement of the “‘cur- 
few ordinance’ was read, and despite 
a vigorous protest from its author, 
who demanded immediate action, the 
report was referred to committee. 

PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 

At the morning session of the Coun- 
cil the report of the Building Superin- 
tendent, condemning the City Hall 
tower as unsafe, was read and referred 
to the Committee on Public Buildings. 

The City Clerk reported that the con- 
tract with the Grimes-Strassforth 
Company for stationery would expire 
on February 17. He was directed to 
ascertain the various kinds of station- 
ery required by the city departments 

pefore advertising again. 

The Council postponed action for one 
week upon the Fire Commissioners 
recommendation that the contract with 
Herman Speh for the boating privi- 
leges at Echo Park be abrogated. 

The communication from the Park 
Commissioners relative to the water 
system at Hollenbeck Park was _ re- 
ferred to the Zanja Committee. 

The Land Committee presented its 
report upon the vexed question of titles 
in the Alfred Moore tract. The com- 

~ mittee recommended that the city’s in- 
. terest in the lots claimed by M. Wer- 
nett and others under tax titles be sold 
at public auction, upset prices being 
fixed as follows: Lot 6, $125; lot 12, $200; 
lot 54, $10; lots 16 and 55, $100; lots 27, 
28 and 29, $75; lot 47, $50; lots 44, 45 
and 46, $75. 

“The committee also adopted the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

“We recommend that the above lots 
be scold ag entire lots, according to the 


new map of said tract, and that the 


petitioners for the sale of lots 16, 54 
and 55 be required to adjust the boun- 
daries of said lots to suit themselves, in 
case they purchase said lots.

Henne and J. B. Lankershim, it has 
been held by the Supreme Court of this

Supply Committee, was read by the 
clerk: 


“We received your note of December 
29, 1897, and have been desirous of 
making reply thereto at the earliest 
moment. practicable. 

“We have submitted to the attorneys 
of the water compenies, who are here 
in the city, the question of how to ap- 
proach this matter in the event we can 
agree upon prices. The legal difficul- 
ties of carrying that agreement imto 
effect are, as we are advised, quite 
‘consigdérable, and it is our desire, at 
the same time that we negotiate with 
you as to terms, to also negotiate with 
you as to the mode of carrying our 
conclusions into effect should we come 
to conclusions. 

“One of our attorneys is absent, but 
will return shortly, and, if agreeable 
to your committee, we would like to 
have you meet a representative or rep- 
resentatives to be appointed by the 
companies in a short time, for the pur- 
pose of comsidering those questions. 
Senator White, one of our attorneys, 
will be in the city some time about the 
middle of February, and we should like 
to have matters in such shape as that 
he, in connection with our attormeys 
here, may determine on the lege! pro- 
ceedings to bring matters between us 
to a, conclusion. 

“Representatives will be appointed 
by the boards of directors, and we 
shall inform you at once of who they 
are @nd a time can be arranged to 
get together and discuss the plans of 
._procedure, and that it may be sub- 
mitted to the attorneys for the respec- 
tive parties for their consideration as 
to its legal feasibility. 

“We desire, also, if we can agree 
upon terms, to bring the matter to @ 
conclusion at omce, and to that end 
we are working with our stockholders 
and endeavoring to get the consent of 
all of them that will authorize us to 
carry the transaction imto effect as 
soon as the proceedings necessary for 
that purpose can be taken; and we 
have strong hopes that in the course 
of the mext five or six weeks we shall 
have the consent of all of them. 

“S. H. MOTT, Secretary.” 

The communication was referred to 
the Water Supply Committee without 
discussion. 

INSPECTION OF FIRE ENGINES. 
The communication from the Fire 
Commissioners, submitting to the 
Council the report of Chief Moore upon 
the proposed inspection of fire engines 
by the>Boiler Inspector, provoked a 
general discussion. The report of the 
Chief was apparently interpreted by 
most of the Councilmen as a refusal 
to comply with the existing ordinance. 
As a matter of fact, however, his re- 
port merely called attention to the 
heavy expense that would attach to 
the proposed inspections and the se- 
rious danger to property if amy of the 
fire engines were taken out of service. 
The city has but eight steam fire en- 
gines with which to protect an area 
of over forty square miles, and serious 
risk to property must result if the 
present inadequate protectica is les- 
sened. 
Nickell moved that the matter be 
referred back to the Fire Comissioners 
with instructions to use their judg- 
ment as to allowing the fire’ engine 
boilers to be inspected. He said that 
in his opinion every engineer in the 
fire department is capable of testing 
the boiler of. his engine, so that other 
inspection is unnecessary. If an en- 
gineer considered his engine safe, this 
should be sufficient. He urged also 
that the Fire Commissioners are far 
better posted on. the subject than the 
Councilmen, and should determine the 
question. 
These views were opposed by Grider, 
Ashman and others. When Nickell’s 
motion was put it received the votes 
only of Nickell, Blanchard and Presi- 
dent Silver. 
Ashman then moved that it was the 
sense of the Council that the boilers 
of the fire engines should be tested by 
the Boiler Inspector. The motion was 
carried. 

CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 

Final ordinances were presented by 
the City Engineer and adopted by the 
Council as follows: Establishing the 
grade of Cimarron street from Adams 
street to Washington street; establish- 
ing the grade of Arlington street from 
Adams street to Washington street; 
establishing the grade of Lerdo street 
from Pico street to Ninth street; es- 
tablishing the grade of Jaurez street 
(now known as Jasmine street) from

PAVING CONTRACTS LET. _ 


Bids Accepted for Resurfacing 
» Spring and Main Streets. 

The most important action taken at 

the afternoon session was the accept- 


ance of bids for the resurfacing of, 


Spring and Main streets. Both con- 
tracts were awarded to the Alcatraz 
Company, whose bid was 75% cents per 
square foot. 

Bids were regeived and opened at 
the morning session as follows: 

To repave Main street between First 
and Ninth streets—George Rheinschild 
proposed: Curb, 26 cents per lineal 
foot; resurfacing with asphalt wearing 
surface, 8% cents per square foot. The 
Alcatraz —s Paving Company pro- 
posed: Curb, 28 cents per lineal foot; 
repaving with asphalt wearing surface, 
75% cents per square foot. French & 
Reed proposed: Paving with asphalt, 
8.24 cents per square foot. 

To repave Spring street between 
Temple and Ninth streets, the follow- 
ing proposals per square foot for re- 
paving with asphalt wearing surface 
complete were received: The Alcatraz 
Asphalt Paving Company, 7% cents per 
square foot; French & Reed, 7.88 cents 
per square foot; George Rheinschild, 
8% cents per square foot. 

These bids were referred to the 
Board of Public Works, with instruc- 
tions to report at the afternoon session. 
The board then reported as follows: 

“In the matter of the repaving of 
Spring street from the southerly line 
of Temple street to the southerly line 
of Ninth street, we recommend that the 
bid of the Alcatraz Asphalt Paving 
Company at 7% cents per square foot 
be accepted, and the necessary resolu- 
tion of award adopted. 

“In the matter of the curbing and 
repaving of Main street from the north 
line of First street to the south line 
of Ninth street, we recommend that the 
bid of the Alcatraz Paving Company at 
28 cents per lineal foot for curb and 
7% cents per square foot for repaving 
with asphalt wearing surface com- 
plete be accepted and the necessary 
resolution of award adopted.” 

In order to hasten the completion of 
other work which is to be done on 
Spring street before the new pave- 
ment is laid, the following resolution, 
introduced by Toll, was adopted: 
‘‘Whereas, contracts are about to be 
let for the resurfacing of Main and 
Spring streets. through the business 
portion of the %ity, and, whereas, the 
laying of a larg@r water main, the re- 
placing of street-railway tracks, the 
filling up of the old cable conduit and 
the proposed immediate construction of 
a comduit for carrying wires for the 
transmission of electrical energy, are 
each and all features of improvement 
which should precede the actual work 
of resurfacing the above-named streets, 
therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, that the urgent desire of 
this Council be communicated to the 
Los Angeles Railway. Company regard- 
ing the street-railway tracks, and ca- 
ble conduits on 7s street, to the 
Los Angeles City ater Company re- 
garding water mains on Spring street, 
and the San Gabriel Power Company 
regarding the construction of conduits 
on Spring and Main streets, requost- 
ing of these various companies. their 
hearty codperation in bringing about 
the consummation of the improvements 
above contemplated, previous to the 
time of the commemcement of the work 
of resurfacing.” 

DILATORY STREET CONTRACTORS. 
Several street contractors made ap- 
plication for extension of time in which 
to complete street improvements, and 
some criticism was made upon the 
frequently meedless delays in such 
work. 

Cc. L. McCombs asked a thirty-days’ 
extension in which to complete work 
on Georgia street. Street Superintend- 
ent Drain commented rather severely 
upom the contractor’s tardiness in fin- 
ishing ‘the work, but finally advised 
that the extension be granted. | This 
was done, though not until President 
Silver had called attention to the grow- 
ing evil of delays by street contractors. 
He declared that in future contractors 
must complete their work within the 
contract time. 

Charles Stansbury was granted a 
thirty-deys’ extensicn in which to com- 
plete work on Second street, between 
Beaudry avenue and Fremont avenue. 

Cc. L. McCombs was granted a ten- 
days’ extension on work on Towne 
avenue between Sixth and Seventh. 

ZANJA PIPE LINE. 

The City Engineer presented a report 
recommending that in the matter of 
zanja 2 pipe line between Fourth and 
Palmetto, the present pipe line on 
Fourth street be continued to Seaton 
street; thence down the westerly side 
of Seaton street and across Palmetto 
street to a connection with the head 
of the thirty-inch iron pipe in the Los 
Angeles Lighting Company's yard. The 
length of the line would be 1440 feet, 
and the cost of laying it would be ap- 
proximately $1500. 

The City Engineer also recommended 
that the petition from Thomas Hindle 
et al., asking for the abandonment of 
that portion of Sixteenth street lying 
between Hoover street and Magnolia 
avenue be referred to the City Attor- 
ney. It was so ordered.

Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald Says the 
Charge is Against the State and 
mot Against the County, as Pro- 


vided by the County Govern- 
ment Act. 


The question was raised several 
months ego whether or not Sheriff Burr 
is entitled to expenses for conducting 
patients to the Home for the Feeble 
Minded at Eldridge. He presented a bill 
at the State Department amounting to 
$175 for his services in conducting four 
patients to the institution. This 
amouht embraced traveling expenses 
and $5 per day for his time. 
Payment of the bill was refused upon 
the ground that no provision for such 
expenses had been made by the Legis- 
lature and that the bill, if allowed at 
all, would be a charge against the 
county and not against the State. 
Dist.-Atty. Donnell held that the 
bill was: a legitimate one, and that 
the charge was against the State. He 
wrote to Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald for an 
opinion in the matter and received a 
reply yesterday in which the Attorney- 
General takes the same position as that 
held by Maj. Donnell. The letter reads: 
“I am of the opinion that the Sheriff 
is entitled to his per diem and traveling 
expenses for this work, and that it is 
@ cherge against the State, and not 
against the county, as provided for in 
section 215 of the County Government 
Act. The payment of the expenses of 
conveying persons to and from the 
institution in question is not otherwise 
provided for by law, therefore the pro- 
vision in the County. Government Act 
controls.”’ 

Sheriff Burr will institute proceed- 
ings for the recovery of his money. 


VAN SEIVER DISCHARGED. 


Judge York Dismisses the Citation 
for Contempt. 

Cc. T. Van Seiver, who was cited last 
Saturday to appear before Judge York 
for contempt, was discharged yesterday 
morning. Van Seiver, who is an erratic 
individual, was summoned as a witness 
in a case and took exception to a ques- 
tion put to him by Attorney Bordwell. 
Meeting the lawyer shortly afterward 
in the corridor he called him Some very 
uncomplimentary names.

CHARGES FRAUD. 


B. Ke Pritchard Sues to Have a 
Judgment Set Aside.

F. Pritchard resorted to a suit in a 
justice court to settle a dispute over 
the ownership of some barley. A judg- 
ment was rendered in favor of Scott 
as against Pritchard in the sum of $140. 
The case was appealed by Pritchard, 
and the decision of the lower court was 
sustained. 

Yesterday Pritchard filed a new suit 
in the Superior Court, in which John 
Scott, his brother Charles Scott and his 
attorney, George P. Adams, are all 
made defendants. The suit is to set 
aside the judgment against Pritchard 
and to recover $612 damages from the 
defendants. 

In his complaint Pritchard alleges 
that he has secured sufficient evidence 
to prove that the judgment against him 
was secured by fraud practiced by the 
plaintiffs in that action. The complaint 
also states that Charles Scott, who was 
one of the principal witnesses, has ad- 
mitted since the trial that he knew 
nothing about the case, but went into 
it for the purpose of helping out his 
brother.

SUPREME COURT DECISION, 


Reverses Judge Smith in Sustaining 
a Demurrer. 

Word was received here yesterday 
that the Supreme Court has reversed 
the docision of Judge Smith in sus- 
taining a demurver to the indictment 
against E. I. Bryant for obtaining 
money by false pretenses. 

The indictment was filed by the 
grand jury in 1896, and was drawn by 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. McComas. The de- 
fendant, E. I. Bryant, is a real estate 
agent. According to the indictment he 
held a mortgage for $500 from Mrs. 
A. Lewis cn property in the 
Scott tract. Mrs. Lewis became in- 
solvent and afterward, to make him- 
self secure, Bryant sold the mortgage 
to Mrs. Harriet E. Hoxie. In order to 
effect the sale of the mortgage, he 
showed Mrs. Hoxie a different piece 
of property from that covered by the 
mortgage, representing to her that it 
was the same. She afterward discov- 
ered that the property actually called 
for in the mortgage was practically 
valueless. 

Bryant filed a demurrer to the in- 
dictmemt on the ground that the fact 
of Mrs. Lewis's insolvency at the time 
of the transfer was not set forth in 
the indictment. 

The District Attorney’s office con- 
tended that this was not mecessary, in- 
asmuch as Mrs. Hoxie relied upon the 
representations of the value of the 
land which she had been shown, as se- 
curity for the money she invested, and 
mot upon Mrs. Lewis’s solvency or in- 
solvency. Judge Smith ruled other- 
wise, and the case was appealed. As 
soon as the documents in the case ar- 
rive here from the Supreme Court, the 
trial of Bryant will be recommenced. 


THE POLICE COURT. 


Justice Administered to a Bunch of 
Prunks and Vagrants. 


Justice Owens held the regular ses- 
sion of the Police Court yesterday and 
administered justice to about a dozen 
drunks and half as many beggars and 
vagrants. 

H. C. Galbraith, a chronic drunk and 
“dope fiend,” got thirty days straight 
for being drunk. 

Lyman Ferguson, a cook, and Frank 
Johnson, @ weiter, in the same restau- 
rant, were sentenced $20 or twenty 
days each for being drunk and dis- 
orderly on Saturday night. 

Valentine Blake and Mike McDonald 
each got a sentence of $10 or ten days 
for being drunk and disorderly. 

The jags of James Kelly, William 
Todd, William Frazier, George M. 
Trogden and Henry Johnson were as- 
sessed at $3 each, with the usual el- 
ternative. 

Jack Kohler was sentenced to thiry 
days’ imprisonment and Chris Hanson 
fifteen days for begging. Kohler is the 
young man who had a piece chipped off 
his skull with a beer glass some weeks 
ago, by barkeeper Mosier in a Los An- 
geles saloon, the license of which was 
on this account revoked. Hanson is a 
witness in the case against Mosier, who 
is to have his preliminary examination 
in Justice Morrison’s court next Thurs-

Election of @ffiicers and Annual Re- 
ports of the President and Sec- 
retary—tnerense in Membership 
at the Association. 


The annual election of directors for 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association was held yesterday at the 
offices of the association, and the fol- 
lowing persons were elected: H. P. 
Anderson, Fred L. Baker, John J. Ber- 


gin, G. W. Boole, R. W. Burnham, C. 
«.. Desmond, H. J. Fleishman, R. H. 
Herron, Albert C. Jones, 8S. G. Mar- 
shutz, Max Meyberg, J. M. Schneider, 
Frank Simpson, kk. A. Stuart, Cari 
'Triest. 

At the meeting of the association 


held last night the president's annual 
report was read, as follows: 
PRESIDENT'’S REPORT. 

“Tt is with a degree of considerable 
satisfaction and pride that 1] call your 
attention to the work accomplished by 
this association, and the many benefits 
derived by its members and the public 
during the past year. At no time in 
the history of this association have the 
labors assumed such a diversified char- 
acter or have results been felt in so 
many different channels. Having been 
honored for two years with the office 
of president of this association I would 
be derelist in my duty were I unmind- 
ful of the appreciation, the untiring 
zeal and the unbounded support that 1 
have received from the gentlemen who 
have so faithfully assisted me in my 
duties as a board of directors... To their 
wise counsel and constant attendance 
the success of this association is due, 
«end I desire herewith to express my 
heartfelt thanks for the courtesies 
support that I have received from their 
hands. With the growth and prestige 
-of this association the duties of presi- 
dent are becoming daily more pressing, 
and I have been reluctantly compelled 
to announce that I can no longer re- 
main connected with the association in 
an official capacity; hut I assure you 
that as a member in the ranks the in- 
terests of the association shall always 
receive my most energetic support. 

“The Permanent Home Products Ex- 
hibition that will be opened on the 
22nd of this month in the Crystal 
Palace, will henceforth stamd as a 
monument to the enterprise and energy 
of the merchants and manufacturers 
of Los Angeles, and will prove that 
these characteristics of the commercial 
community of this city, although often 
tried, have never been appealed to in 
vain. Within the walls of the exhibi- 
tion hall will be displayed in an at- 
tractive and artistic manner the: fruits 
of our industries, and they will show 
that the progress of our industrial de- 
velopment has kept mace with our 
phenomenal growth as a commercial 
center, The exhibition is the direct re- 
sult ot a campaign in favor of home 
products inaugurated some six months 
ago under the able mamagement of a 
special committee consisting of Messrs. 
J. O. Koe F. W. Braun, J. J. Ber- 
gin, W. E. Roberts and G. T, Gay. The 
results accomplished through their }a- 
bors have been more than the most 
sanguine expectations could' have de- 
sired. A systematic amd thorough can- 
Vass has been and is being made to 
educate the masses to the necessity of 
patronizing home industry and to 
create such -@ strong sentiment among 

consumers in favor of home products 
that henceforth only Norrie roducts 
will find their way into the homes of 
the people of Los Angeles. By keep- 
ing the moméy at home, the scope of 
industrial enterprises will be widened, 
the fleld of operation for the laboring 
classes will be greatly enlarged, the 
market for our raw materials will be 
increased, and an additional factor to 
our prosperity will be added. I regard 
the home gmroducts campaigm as a 
popular educator, and the Home Prod- 
ucts’ Exhibition as a forcible object 
lesson, two of the most important un- 
siertakings carried out by this associa- 
tion during the year. 

“Not less important as a public en- 
terprise was the prompt action taken 
in the early part of last year by this 
association, when an appeal was made 
to relieve the distress and find an ave- 
nue for the employment of a large 
number of deserving people, who 
through unavoidable circumstances had 
been forced into idleness. It was nv 
easy task to apply an adequate rem- 
edy, but the liberality of the people of 
Los Angeles, that has been so often 
tested, was mot appealed to in vain, 
and they responded with a spirit that 
has made this city synonymous to pa- 
triotism an blie spirit. Within a 
remarkably time over $26,000 was 
raised, giving employment to over 500 
men, and thereby relieving the dis- 
tress” of theif families to the aumber 
of 4890 people: That the money was 
well and, wisely expended is shown by 
the beautiful gate and driveway that 
now adorn: Elysian Park; and the 
thanks of this association amd of the 
public are due to the special commit- 
tee who gavo their services amd best 
energies t¢é the accomplishment of this 
humane undertaking. 

“Immediately after the completion of 
the driveway at the park, steps were 
taken for the construction of a boule- 
vard connecting Pasadena with this 


city. A special committee was. ap- 
pointed. to take charge of the. prelim- 
inary ‘work of this public movement, 


and after innumerable obstacles had 
been overcome and many conflicting in- 
terests had been adjusted, a survey 
was’ made by three well-known en- 
gimeers and a route adopted. The 
completion of the enterprise now rests 
with the City Council, and it is hoped 
that within the near future one of the 
handsomest driveways in California 
shall be added’ to the attractions of 
Pasadena and this city.” 

‘While on the subject of public im- 
provements I desire to call your atten- 
tion to the successful agitation waged 
by this association in favor of the re- 
paving of Spring and Main streets; to 
whe acquisition of additional hydrants 
that will furnish adequate protection 
in case of fire in the business portien 
of this city; and last, but not least, to 
the passing of @en anti-hitching ordi- 
nance that has caused some adverse 
criticism in certain quarters. While I 
believe it to be needless to apologize 
for the action taken by this associa- 
tion, asking for the enactment and en- 
forcement of an ordinance that will 
give to this city cleaner streets, and 
wadding to it a metropolitan appearance, 
vet I believe it to be my duty to explain 
that at no time did this association 
foster or encourage a law that would 
injure ihe interests of the mercantile 
community or create a hardship on the 
public. Umnfortunetely it was found 
necessary to amend the ordinance lim- 
fling the period of hitching to twenty 
minutes, and it rests with the police 
department Ao carry out the intentions 
of our legislative branch of the city 
gov ernment. 

‘The association also has kept a 
watchful eye on matters of public 
health and conducted a successful agi- 
tation in favor of pure food and pure 
milk. 

“Having thus shown that this agso- 
ciation is not unmindful of its duties 
and responsibilities as a public institu- 
tion I desire to submit to you briefly 
a few aecte for the betterment of trade 
conditions. 

“A profitable field of operation awaits 
eur merchants and manufacturers fn 
eur neighboring sister republic, and, 
‘ealizging the great advantages of 
stronger trade relations, strenuous ef- 
forts have been mace for the estalhlieh- 
mont of a permanent Sleamehip line. 
From gevgraphical und conmercial

sencilla the trade of Mexico belongs 
to Los Angeles, but inadequate trans-, 
portation facélities have retarded our 
progress in that direction, and I believe 
that the time is ripe when this question 


should be given the undivided atten- 
tion of this association. 
“Realizing that practices were in 


vogue that were believed to be detri- 
mental to the best interests'of the mer- 
chants and that gave this city the ap- 
pearance of laboring under false busi- 
ness conditions, this association passed 
a set of resolutions and rules condemn- 
ing those practices and pointing out 
divers ways by which these evils could 
be remedied. Within the last month 
an eastern concern has attempted to 
invade our territory with a so-called 
trading-stamp scheme, and, being fully 
convinced of the evil ‘effects of such a 
scheme, both to the merchants and to 
the public, the proposition was de- 
nounced by this association in unmeas- 
ured terms, and circulars were mailed 
to a jJarge number of merchants warn- 
ing them against — inveigled into 
the scheme. 

“This association has given its moral 
and financial support to the successful 
conduct of. the fiesta and the entertain- 
ment of the Conductors’ National 
Union, and has memorialized Congress 


for the abrogation of the treaty  be- 
tween the United States and the Ha- 
walian [Islands for the free entry of 


sugar. 

Ht is to be regretted that sufficient 
financial aid has not been gtven to the 
fiesta, and that. the Cemmittee of 
Thirty has not received that moral and 
financial support to which an undertak- 
ing of so. importance and so 
much benefit. to this city is entitled 
from the public and frdm those who‘ de- 
rive the largest immediate returns from 
the celebration. 

-*T believe. I may be permitted to 
commend to the. earnest and.early at- 
tention of the association and incom- 
ing board of directors to some matters 
that are of vital importance to the 
community, viz.: 

“The eweeping of the 
hand; the construction of 
Lake Railroad: the discrimination of 
freight rates that has hampered the 
development of trade in this city and 
the necessity of having all wires laid 
underground. I believe that these sub- 
jects should be discussed at once and 
euch action taken as will tend to real- 
ize the solution of these questions. 

“The board of directors and the as- 
sociation sustained in the month of 
June a serious loss by the death of our 
late vice-president, Jacob G. Chamber- 
lain, who during his lifetime had taken 
a sirong interest in the welfare of this 
body 

“Within the limits of this necessarily 
brief review of the year’s transactions 
of this association it is impossible to 
recall the various actions taken by the 
board of directors, but I believe that I 
have herein sufficiently enumerated to 
impress upon you the fact that we have 
conducted our stewardship to the best 
of our ability and to the*best interests 
of this community. Much will be done 
by our successors in office to bring 
this association to a higher standard of 
usefulness; and after again expressing 
my appreciation for the support. re- 
ceived from the board of directors and 
many of the members, I herewith sub- 
mit my annual report.

Max Méyberg, the owner of the build- 
ing just now being converted by the as- 
sociation into the Hall of Industry, 
made a few remarks relative to ex- 
hibits. 

J. R. Newberry spoke at some length 
upon the subject of home products. 

The subject of Robert McGarvin’s re- 
marks was the repaving of Spring and 
Main streets. He said that many mer- 
chants who signed the protest against 
the repaving of Spring street, now say 
that they did so through misapprehen- 
sion.

Seth Abbott, father of Emma Abbott, the 
opera singer, has been sued by Mrs. Cather- 
ine B. Owen of San Diego for $10,000 dam- 
ages. The complaint was filed Jate Saturday 
afternoon, and is a most remarkable docu- 
ment, from point of brevity, covering less 
than a page of ordinary typewritten matter.

GRAND JURY CHANGE. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 17.—[Associated 
Press.] Judges Oster and Campbell of the 
Superior Court, sitting en banc today, deliv- 
ered a remarkable charge to the grand -jury 
just impaneled ,which calls in question the 
general utility of that function. of the body 
politic. It reads in part as follows: 

‘Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: The Con- 
stitution of the State of California requires 
that a grand jury shall be drawn and sum- 
moned at least once a year in each county, 
and the Legislature has provided that in this 
and other counties having less than three 
Superior Court judges there shall be only 
one grand jury drawn and impaneled each 
year, but the law has left it tu the court to 
determine at what time in the year public 
interest requires the drawing to take place. 

‘In these mandatory provisions lies the 
only necessity known to us for calling you 
together at all. We believe the sentiment 
to’ be very general in this State that the 
present grand jury system has outlived its 
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a needless burden on the taxpayers of the 
commonwealth. No doubt it has in the past 
performed valuable functions in the adimin- 
istration of criminal law, but this considera- 
tion appeals rather to the antiquarian and 
student of political history than to the prop- 
erty-owner seeking relief from heavy taxa- 
tion. These same functions can now be per- 
formed with less expense, greater efficiency 
and more in accordance with the spirit of our 
institutions by the District-Attorney, aided 
by the examining magistrate and the machin- 
ery of modernized criminal jurisprudence 
already established. 

“Secrecy and divided responsibility are the 
cardinal characteristics of the grand-jury 
system as contradistinguished from the mod- 
ern mode of instituting criminal proceedings, 
and while there may possibly arise times in 
which ordinary channels through which jus- 
tice flows become corrupted, or powerful 
combinations of criminals are to be ferrcted 
out and when, therefore, this secrecy and 
divided responsibility may give the grand- 
jury system an advantage over the simpler 
and more public mode of instituting criminal 
procecdings, this possibility perhaps consti- 
tutes an argument for the retention of the 
grand jury as an agency of the court to be 
invoked by it only when, in its opinion, one 
of the extraordinary conditions suggested 
may require; but it is no argument for a 
continuance of the present law necessitating 
the calling of the grand jury every year. 
On the contrary, and ordinarily, this secrecy 
and divided responsibility are among the 
most objectionable features of the grand-jury 
system, and make it possible for a coward 
to make a covert assault on the character of 
an honest and upright citizen, at the sam» 
time depriving him of the usual means of 
redress. 

“It may, perhaps,»be urged in defense of 
the present scheme, that no other body ex- 
cept the grand jury possesses the necessary 
inquisitorial power over officers of the county 
to investigate their accounts and correct 
abuse, but in answer to such argument it 
may be said that a like power, including, by 
necessary implication, authority to employ 
experts, is already vested in the Board of 
Supervisors, and it is expressly made a part 
of their duty at least once a year to ex- 
amine and audit accounts of all officers hav- 
ing care of the collection or disbursement of 
county moneys. However, we believe it to be 
an easy matter to suggest a better method 
of auditing the county books than by ex- 
perts to tbe appointed by either of these 
bodies. 

“Perhaps we are transcending the bounds 
of legitimate instruction in thus discussing 
the grand-jury system, but in doing so we are 
actuated by the belief that with the people 
rests the remedy for every evil in govern- 
ment, and that nothing but goog can come 
from a full discussion and understanding by 
tlie people of this and all other similar ques- 
tions. Being so actuated, and believing, as 
we do, we place these considerations before 
you, prominent members, Chosen from the 
body of the people, to represent them, in 
the firm hope that a general discussion and 
better understanding of this matter may lead 
to the correction of defects in the existing 
aw, 

“The

last grand jury summoned in this 

impaneled on the 15th day of 
1897, and discharged on the 15th 
day of December, 1897. During that period it 
was in session twelve days. It found one in- 
dictment, but it cost the county more than 
seventeeen hundred dollars. It is only fair 
to say, however, that it was one of the best 
grand juries that was ever impaneled in this 
county, and has been generally considered so, 
and commended for its ability and fairness, 
but more particularly for the promptness 
with which it made its report and went out 
of existence. 

“While the necessity of employing an ex- 
pert is committed to your judgment, we ven- 
ture to question the existence of such ne- 
cessity under present circumstances. How- 
ever, if you are of a contrary opinion, you 
must remember that your authority in the 
premises is limited to the employment of a 
person who is qualified as an expert for the 
particular duties to which he is to be assigned; 
that is to say, he should be a person of 
more than common experience and knowledge 
in the field of his employment. Too often it 
has happened in this county that among so- 
called experts employed by grand juries were

SANTA MONICA. 


City Trustees Revoke Two Saloon 
Licenses—Accidentally Shot. 
SANTA MONICA, Jan. 17.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The Board of City Trustees 
this afternoon heard the case of Charles En- 
gleman, cited to show cause why his saloon 
license should not be revoked. Ex-Justice 
Morgan, who appeared for the accused, 
pleaded for delay till he could learn spe- 
cifically of the charges made and produce 
evidence to controvert them. City Attorney 
Tanner, as prosecutor, urged that the in- 
vestigation proceed. Mr. Tanner said it had 
come to a point where people all over 
Southern California were pointing the finger 
of scorn toward Santa Monica as a place un- 
worthy to reside in. The board decided to 
proceed with the hearing. Witnesses were 
examined who testified that on January 6, in 
Engleman’s place, a member of the Soldiers’ 
Home named D. Simpson, who had about $60 
with him, was served with liquor again and 
again by Mrs. Engleman. She gave him about 
twenty drinks, and during part of the time 
he was very drunk—so intoxicated that the 
woman held his head on her arm, tilted it 
back, and poured the liquor down his throat. 
In the course of the imbibing process Mrs. 
Engleman took charge of Simpson's money, 

but she kept giving him drinks. 

Simpson was a witness for the defense, but 
He testified that after 
the charges had been made against the En- 
glemans, one of them came to him and had a 
long talk about what his testimony should he. 
The defense endeavored, though without ap- 
parent success, to show that Mrs. Engleman 
served Simpson with temperance drinks in- 
stead of whisky. On motion the license was 
revoked unanimously, and the amount pre- 
paid on the license in question was ordered 
refunded. 

The saloon license of William Steirn, laid 
over from last week, was also revoked. 

The board adopted resolutions of respect to 
the late Leroy D. Brown. 

Action on the application of J. C. Elliott 
of Los Angeles for a franchise for a pleasure 
wharf at the foot of Railroad avenue was de- 
ferred till Thursday afternoon.
